an extraordinary campaign. It 

ranks in importance with Father 
Keep’s journey to England in 1839 when 
he gave Theodore Weld’s petition to the 
wealthy abolitionists whose gifts would 
save Oberlin from bankruptcy in its 
very first decade. This new campaign, 
occurring during the celebration of 
Oberlin’s 150th anniversary, is not look- 
ing for money from the wealthy. It is 
looking for volunteers who believe in 
the College’s programs. It hopes they 
will take on the specific tasks aimed at 
eliminating any chance of Oberlin’s 
slippage from the top ranks of Ameri- 
ca’s colleges of arts and sciences and 
conservatories of music and, beyond 
that, pushing it strongly forward in the 
years ahead. 

The program is called ACTION, 
Alumni Campaign to Involve Oberlini- 
ans Now. It went public on Aug. 24, 
1983, with alumni from Lorain County 
(Ohio) and surrounding areas. The in- 
tensive phase will end on June 30, 1985, 
but its impact is expected to be felt fora 
decade. ACTION is jointly sponsored 
by the Alumni Association and the Col- 
lege itself. It has the full endorsement of 
Oberlin’s new president, S. Frederick 
Starr, who has committed himself to 
addressing alumni groups in each of 44 
cities across the country (a veritable 
Starrtrek, some wag has observed). It 
has received special funding by vote of 
the board of trustees and Elizabeth 
Kirker Culberson ’53 was appointed in 
September to act as ACTION’s coordi- 
nator. She works jointly out of the 
Alumni Office and the Office of Admis- 
sions. 

Liz has considerable experience as 
Management consultant, director of 
community relations, class agent and 
division leader in fund raising cam- 
paigns for Oberlin. She is the widow of 
John David Culberson’5! who received 
the MD from Penn in 1955. 

ACTION has been in the planning 
Stages for over a year. It comes in 
response to concerns that go back six or 
more years. This article is intended to 
highlight some of those issues and to

suggest why the success of ACTION is 
so vital to Oberlin’s future. 


Storm clouds on horizon, 1972-1978. In 
November 1978, Oberlin’s late President 
Emil Danenberg prepared for the board 
of trustees a report covering the first 
four years of his administration. That 
report (REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 
1975-1978, Winter 1979) drew heavily on 
institutional research analyzing Ober- 
lin’s comparative strengths and weak- 
nesses. That research showed, among

other things, that the salaries of Ober- 
lin’s faculty had fallen behind those at 
comparable colleges, and that our tui- 
tion was below that of the same colleges 
without measurable advantage to Ober- 
lin’s enrollment results. Indeed, there 
was hard evidence that, for the high 
achieving student, perception of institu- 
tional quality was far more important in 
the application process than was price. 

The Danenberg report called atten- 
tion to other disturbing data. It revealed 
that for nearly a decade there had beena 
steady erosion in the percentage of 
applicants accepted for admission who 
finally elected to enroll at Oberlin. In 
1968, for instance, 60% of those admit- 
ted actually came to Oberlin; but by 
1978 that ratio had dropped below 40%. 
Obviously Oberlin was becoming a 
“second-choice” college for too many of 
the brightest students. The consequence 
of this alarming change was that more 
applicants had to be found and admit- 
ted in order to fill each new class. Not 
surprisingly, as President Danenberg 
pointed out, there had been a marked 
decline in the average SAT scores of the 
enrolled students, even though Oberlin 
remained far above the national average. 

Oberlin was a long way from becom- 
ing a second-rate force in higher educa- 
tion, but the digestion of these and 
related data caused a certain visceral 
unease. There was no call for panic, in 
spite of the pending drop-off in college 
age students that was to begin just a year 
or two later. But knowledgeable Ober- 
linians began talking about “storm 
clouds on the horizon,” somewhat in the 
manner of the lad who begins whistling 
as he approaches the cemetery. 


Aliered tactics, 1979-1983. Oberlin’s 
trustees moved swiftly to approve 
changes recommended in the Danen- 
berg report and in some cases went even 
further. Faculty salaries were increased 
almost immediately and a policy was set 
to prevent slippage in the future. The 
19/83 campaign was structured to pro- 
duce funds that would strengthen the 
president’s hand in inducing curricular 
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change and maintaining high standards 
of teaching. New funds were allocated 
to expand the admissions effort and 
steps were taken to improve college 
publications and public relations in an 
all-out effort to get Oberlin better 
known among high achieving high 
school students. (The 1974 Yankelo- 
vich, Skelly and White Survey had 
shown that Oberlin was known by only 
10% of such students across the nation. 

More alumni volunteers were recru- 
ited through the admissions rep pro- 
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Research turned its full attention to the 
issues Surrounding recruitment and ret- 
ention, with appropriate changes made 
both on campus and off. 

These and other efforts have paid off. 
There has been a perceptible slowing of 
the negative admissions statistics so 
marked throughout the ’70s. The per- 
centage of those admitted who finally 
enrolled (yield) improved in 1982, and in 
1983 Oberlin enjoyed a 13% increase in 
applications at a time when many other 
schools experienced a decline. As a 
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result, the SAT scores of this year’s class 
showed the best gain in over a decade. 
But the effects of competition from 
the nation’s best schools, which are 
more imaginatively located or better 
known, have never been more keenly 
felt. This year some prestigious colleges 
and universities dipped into their wait- 
ing lists for the first time. On some of 
those lists were several who had already 
laid out $200 matriculation deposits at 
Oberlin, causing several very late and 
discomforting withdrawals from an 
otherwise strong class. With the demo- 
graphics now working against all col- 
leges, itis clear that powerful new initia- 
tives will need to be undertaken if 
Oberlin is to preserve its recent gains 
and remain in the top echelon of col- 
leges sought out by the best students. 
The most promising of those new initia- 
tives is the campaign called ACTION. 


A future of promise, 1983-. Never a 
group to remain on the sidelines when 
important decisions are being made at 
Oberlin, the volunteer leaders of the 
Alumni Association quickly jumped in 
with creative ideas of needed improve- 
ments. Rumors that Oberlin might have 
to follow some other colleges in reduc- 
ing size in order to preserve standards, 
plus an awareness of the pain such a 
reduction would entail, prompted the 
alumni board to charge a committee to 
explore ways Oberlin’s 34,000 alumni 
might become more aware of the serious 
challenge facing the College and how 
they might be rallied to provide much 
needed help. At stake was much more 
than the need to get through a tempor- 
ary crisis; the shape of the institution for 
the next decade or longer would be 
determined by the response. Further 
still, it was seen that among awakened 
volunteers was the potential of moving 
Oberlin dramatically ahead at a time 
when other colleges might be stagnating 
or declining. 

Jeff Kilmer °63 chaired the first com- 
mittee, to be succeeded in the refine- 
ment period by Ted Gest 68 and finally 
in the operative stage by John and 
Mary Sawyer Picken, both 56. Work- 
ing closely with the college staff, the 
committee set out a detailed plan for 
communicating personally with as many 
alumni as possible to ensure a full 
understanding of Oberlin’s predicament 
and to offer very specific ways in which 
members of the Oberlin family could 
help should they choose to do so. It was 
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agreed that the challenge was a big one 
and would require a massive effort 
involving hundreds of willing hands. 
What was called for was nothing less 
than a national campaign of major 
proportions. The distilled result of 
countless hours of discussing and plan- 
ning was ACTION, a two-year effort 
designed to harness the talents and 
energies of willing alumni to the very 
highest priority needs of the College. 


Specific, attainable goals. These are the 
four major goals of ACTION endorsed 
by both the Alumni Association and the 
College and with the enthusiastic sup- 
port of President Starr: 

e To increase public awareness of 
Oberlin College as a quality in- 
stitution, 

e To increase applications from 
and enrollment of quality stu- 
dents. 

e To support career development 
and counseling activities for 
students and graduates. 

e To increase alumni participa- 
tion in meeting the financial 
needs of the College. 


Meeting those goals will require 
thousands of alumni volunteers. Rec- 
ognizing that already more than 1,200 
alumni serve as admissions representa- 
tives, class agents, career counselors 
and a variety of other forms of volun- 
teerism, the ACTION Committee is 
confident of a favorable response. Or- 
ganization, of course, will be a formida- 
ble task. President Starr has pledged to 
visit no fewer than 44 scattered concen- 
trations of alumni ina series of meetings

designed to help him meet alumni and 
to share his views about the urgency and 
importance of the effort. Each such 
meeting with the president will be fol- 
lowed shortly thereafter with a work- 
shop open to those who want to help in 
any one of the four goal areas. Depend- 
ing upon the size of the alumni conting- 
ent in each region and the degree of 
enthusiasm generated, it is hoped that 
each area will set up a regional council 
made up of six to eight leaders, each of 
whom will work with volunteer com- 
mittees in meeting very specific goals. 
The newly appointed ACTION coordi- 
nator will work in the field with the 
regional councils, as will other college 
staff members from appropriate offices. 

What might alumni be asked to do? 
Possibly to presenta “book award” toa 
deserving high school student or to 
make their homes available for gather- 
ings of admitted applicants with alumni 
and college staff members. 

Standards of performance will be set 
by each regional council as seems most 
appropriate for its area, but the alumni 
board and the college are suggesting 
concrete objectives such as those in the 
admissions area: 


1. to increase preliminary applica- 
tions (inquiries) from each region by 
10% above 1982-83 levels; 

2. toimprove yield (persuading those 
admitted to enroll) by 5 percentage 
points above 1982-83 levels; 

3. to host one preview reception in 
the fall for prospective students and 
parents. 

4. to host one admitted student re- 
ception in the spring for accepted stu- 
dents and their parents. 


5. to link up at least one alumni 
volunteer with each “feeder” or po- 
tential feeder high school in the region. 


Similar targets have been set in the 
areas of improved public relations and 
media contacts, regional help with fund 
raising, special events with visiting col- 
lege groups and personnel and the 
alumni network for career development. 


Where to begin? Given the urgency of 
the task, there is a natural tendency to 
leap upon the proverbial horse and gal- 
lop off in all directions. Priorities are 
clearly marked and the initial strategy is 
to work in those cities where we have the 
greatest need for improvement (in Ohio, 
for instance) blended with those areas 
with the highest immediate potential 
(North Carolina’s research triangle and 
the West Coast). Thus far, the following 
cities have had meetings with President 
Starr or have had dates set for his initial

Will It Work? The success or failure 
of ACTION depends upon the response 
of our alumni. In some ways that is 
frightening, because the much-touted 
“love of alma mater” so marked among 
Oberlinians has not always responded 
to the trumpet call to duty at levels 
comparable to other colleges. On the 
other hand, there have been some re- 
markable individual instances of imagi- 
native voluntarism among the Oberlin 
alumni. Here is how Carl Bewig ’62, 
Oberlin’s director of admissions, des- 
cribed the wide range of volunteer ser- 
vice already being offered: 

“There is no way you can possibly 
mention more thana few of our enthus- 
lastic volunteers, but here are some who 
might be singled out: Diana Chapin 
Helper °53, who has done such a variety 
of things for usin Denver, from arrang- 
ing Music From Oberlin recitals to host- 
ing picnics for enrolling new students 
and all the other rep activities in be- 
tween. She should be something of an 
inspiration to other alums! We have a 
large and loyal group of Oberlin alumni 
who are high school teachers and who 
are constantly on the lookout for out- 
standing prospects for the college in 
their classrooms. | think of Dan Hin- 
richs °73 in St. Louis, Sam Botkin’70 in 
Oklahoma City and Bill Thomas ’72 in 
Andover, Mass. Of course, John and 


Mary Picken in Columbus deserve high- 
lighting. Also, Steve Mossbrook ’68. 
our new coordinator in Atlanta, who 
has been unusually effective and sensi- 
tive in the recruitment and nurturing of 
black admissions candidates. And then 
there are Doug Maass 66, Bob Plows 
‘69 and other veterans of the rep pro- 
gram. I would give special attention to 
Jim Bavis °62 in Charlotte, N.C.,who 
has gone to extraordinary lengths this 
last year to recruit scholar-athletes in 
Charlotte and even brought a group of 
students to visit the campus this past fall 
ina van. Ona little different note, Steve 
Caccavo °70 has routinely supplied 
alumni admissions events in New York 
City with homemade pastries from 
his multi-million dollar bakery busi- 
ness, The Well-Bred Loaf. Jean Maust 
Ruch °45 in New Jersey has effectively 
represented us at three or four college 
nights a year for the last ten years. | 
could continue adding to this list, but I 
think this should suggest something of 
the rich variety of volunteer services so 
important for our efforts.” 

ACTION is programed to tap the 
really vast potential that exists among 
all our alumniand to turn that potential 
into a continuing vital force. The effect 
on Oberlin’s future years will be sub- 
stantial. Without such help, we have 
pretty well emptied “the bag of tricks,” 
as one faculty person called it, at the 
disposal of the professional staff. On the 
other hand, a smoothly operating vol- 
unteer program can greatly multiply the 
effectiveness of paid staff. Oberlin draws 
on so wide a geographic area and seeks 
students from such diverse backgrounds 


that no reasonably sized staff can hope 
to be more than moderately effective. 
So too, in the area of fund raising, Ober- 
lin’s alumni body has become so large 
and so scattered that no development 
staff, working alone, can hope to know 
and cultivate any more than a small 
minority of the potential donor pool. As 
a consequence, Oberlin has done re- 
markably well with staff-oriented pro- 
grams like the John Frederick Oberlin 
Society, but badly in its efforts to bring 
alumni participation levels to anything 
remotely approaching those of schools 
like Carleton or Swarthmore. And yet, 
some specific classes reach participation 
rates of four times the national average. 
Consistently, those classes where volun- 
teers have worked most actively have 
had the best response, and Oberlin’s 
embarassingly low overall participation 
rate (24%) may be the direct result of 
too few volunteers being involved in the 
development program. 

ACTION can reverse the tides that 
have threatened to leave Oberlin beach- 
ed and foundering. We are confident 
that there is great potential among our 
alumni waiting to be tapped and that 
Oberlin graduates will get a good deal of 
satisfaction from helping the college. 
With enthusiastic help we can move 
ahead vigorously. The opportunities are 
diverse and as the campaign gains 
momentum there should be many tales 
of innovation and satisfaction to relate. 
In coming issues of the magazine we will 
report on new volunteer projects, and 
trust that each region will contribute to, 
and learn from, the urgently needed 
successes of the ACTION program.

Allegro con brio 


Twelve days before his inauguration in 
September President S. Frederick Starr 
sent a letter to all Oberlinians in which 
he described his impressions about the 
college after his first two months in 
office. By now our readers should also 
have received a printed and recorded 
account of the inauguration and the 
celebration that followed it. 

You know, therefore, that the tempo 
of the current semester reached allegro 
con brio shortly after the September let- 
ter was mailed. Much of the briskness 
and vigor was aided and abetted by the 
president. 

The same day that his letter to alumni 
was dated, he told Bill Tuthill 84, senior 
news editor of the Oberlin Review, that 
he had decided Oberlin has been “one of 
the best kept secrets in American higher 
education” and too many things, mostly 
positive, are hidden from the outside 
world. 

He said he was pleasantly surprised to 
find that the faculty is “remarkably con- 
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sistent in its high quality.” He told 
Tuthill that Oberlin’s faculty, students 
and administration have a “moral re- 
sponsibility to let the world know what 
resources are here and to make them 
available to students who can best bene- 
fit from them from around the whole 
country and abroad.” 

“The kind of education Oberlin offers 
is going to be in much greater demand in 
the future than it has been,” he con- 
tinued, “and Oberlin is giving the best 
education for the money.” 

The next day, at the September meet- 
ing of the General Faculty, Starr said he 
was “honored to stand before you today 
and doubly honored to do so as a col- 
league and member of the faculty.” He 
was mindful that Oberlin’s strengths are 
due significantly to the subtle and 
steady hand of Emil Danenberg and 
that hard work by Acting President 
James Powell and Acting Vice Presi- 
dent and Provost Samuel Carrier had 
made the transition easy. 

“Oberlin has not a college faculty but 
a university faculty ... but its distinction

is to have a university faculty in a colle- 
giate setting ... where real teaching takes 
place, and where academic advising is 
not left to chance,” he continued. He 
said he knows of no institution that 
takes more seriously the business of 
educating undergraduates. He pointed 
out that Oberlin is far larger than most 
“small liberal arts colleges” and that it 
fully embraces the sciences and mathe- 
matics despite its emphasis on the lib- 
eral arts. 


President Starr made a guest appearance during Autumn 
Faire in Wilder Bow! Oct. 1. When Oberlin College hosted the 
first North American conference on library book theft, Sept. 
19-20, he gave Cassie Chadwick (Actress Tanya Griffith) a 
rubber check as W.A. Moffett, director of libraries, watched. 
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The president said he had read last 
year’s contingency plan for cutting back 
on “several fronts” and reducing the size 
of the college. He maintained that it is 
time today to make sure that study 
“stays on the shelf.” 

“We must begin a process that moves 
Oberlin beyond our present situation; a 
process that will free us from the worst 
effects of zero-sum thinking, in which 
the gains of one sector are another sec- 
tor’s loss.” Reduction of size or change 
in mix of activities, he said, should be 
decided on the basis of educational, not 
budgetary reasons. 

He warned that all Oberlinians must 
take part in the efforts to improve 
recruiting, percentage of alumni giving 
and its other needs. He maintained that 
Oberlin has far more unmobilized po- 
tential than its competitor colleges. 

“I look forward to working with you 
to establish Oberlin as the leading Col- 
lege of Arts and Sciences and the lead- 
ing undergraduate Conservatory of 
Music in the nation,” he said.

More computer power 


Gifts of $250,000 from the Pew Memor- 
ial Trust of Philadelphia and $50,000 
from the GAR Foundation in Akron 
enabled the college to purchase and 
install a VAX-11/750 computer and a 
VAX-11/780 computer during the sum- 
mer. The new computers, in addition to 
the Xerox Sigma 9, give the campus a 
network of computer resources with 180 
terminals or microprocessors. 

In addition Osborne microcomputers 
now are owned by 150 faculty, staff 
members and students and these may be 
used independently or as terminals with 
the Sigma 9 and VAX 11/780. 

The smaller VAX-11/750 is used ex- 
clusively in the computer-science pro- 
gram—primarily for research on oper- 
ating systems that need to be isolated 
from other computer uses. For exam- 
ple, the computer language LISP will 
only be available on the 11/750. 

The VAX-11/780 is used for general 
academic computing by the natural and

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Life sentence 


Sean Culmer, 20, has been sentenced to 
life in prison for the April 24 strangling 
of Grace Austin, 20, in a college dormi- 
tory. A Lorain County Common Pleas 
Court jury denied Culmer’s plea of 
innocence by insanity and found him 
guilty of aggravated murder. The life 
sentence is mandatory and Culmer will 
not be eligible for parole for 20 years.

The General Faculty has recommended 
that the college provide “replacement 
aid” to students ineligible for federal 
funds because they are unable or unwill- 
ing to complete the “statement of regis- 
tration compliance” required by the 
Solomon amendment (CAUSES AT

Robert W. Fuller °56 during inter- 
views with writers from the Christian 
Science Monitor anda West Coast pub- 
lication called Evolutionary Blues. 

Most dealt with Fuller’s search for a 
“better game” than war. Fuller also dis- 
cussed what he calls “psychotechtonic 
shifts” as they relate to scourges such as 
illiteracy, slavery and hunger. 

The rest of the interview, as reprinted 
from Evolutionary Blues, follows. The 
opening question was asked after Fuller 
had said that it is wrong to take it for 
granted that fear of retaliation has been 
deterring aggression. “Ultimately, to 
feel safer, we shall have to attend directly 
and explicitly to the safety of others. 
The ancient ethical prescriptions, com- 
mon to all religions, become self-en- 
forcing in a nuclear world,” he said. 

Some of this is not so different in a 
personal relationship, is it? 

No, it’s not. In fact, the analogy is an 
instructive one. Youcan usually get toa 
place in a personal relationship where 
the expression of anger is permitted — 
it’s something the human animal seems 
to need. You do this with the under- 
standing that it’s just something that oc- 
curs, and then you let go of it—you 
don’t hang on to it because to do so 
sours the relationship. Since apparently 
there is something necessary about ex- 
pressing anger, we need to create within 
society channels for doing it that aren’t 
lethal. Athletics, of course, is one realm 
where on occasion you can express a 
certain amount of anger and even vio- 
lence and have it dissipate into the world 
and do negligible harm. 

Do you see any way out of today’s 
crunch? Will war always be with us? 

It’s illuminating in approaching war 
to look at the histories of some other 
human scourges such as illiteracy, slav- 
ery, and hunger. Let’s deal first with il- 
literacy. A thousand years ago the only 
persons who knew how to read were 
priests and the very wealthy, and it was 
believed at the time that you could not 
learn to read unless you were close to 
God, unless you were a priest, or else

you were rich enough to have a tutor. 
This special knowledge was hoarded 
and transmitted selectively from elite to 
elite. Gradually, though, it dawned on 
people that anyone who went through a 
certain process could learn to read. 
Through new institutions for literacy 
called “schools,” and then via universal 
compulsory education, a great trans- 
formation occurred: from the idea that 
only a special privileged few could ever 
learn to read to the idea that anyone 
could learn to read, and ultimately to 
the idea that everyone learn to read and 
to write. 

This is a prototypical example of 
what I call a psychotectonic shift. It is 
not a shift in genetics or biological evo- 
lution; it is a shift of our deepest as- 
sumptions about ourselves, a shift in 
what we take for granted, in what we 
think we are capable of. A psychotec- 
tonic shift is to the realm of moral un- 
derstanding and human behavior what a 
paradigm shift is to scientific under- 
standing and behavior. It is a reconcep- 
tualization of what it is to be human—a 
transformation of our “self-model”; and 
it projects a shift in human destiny with 
a full range of legal, political, economic, 
social and spiritual consequences, 

Could you illustrate this concept with 
another example? 

A psychotectonic shift with profound 
implication for mankind was the one 
surrounding slavery. For thousands of 
years it was considered a natural thing, 
if you could manage it, to enslave other 


people. Sometime about the 18th cen- 
tury, in England and in Europe, signifi- 
cant numbers of people began to raise 
doubts about the justification of one 
human being owning another. By mid- 
19th century the issue came to a head in 
America, and what was still a wide- 
spread practice rapidly became totally 
unacceptable and outlawed. Abraham 
Lincoln presided over and came to sym- 
bolize this shift in people’s mind set. As 
decades followed, instances of slavery 
around the globe were eradicated, so 
that now it is essentially non-existent. 
This does not mean, of course, that all 
exploitation has ceased. Someday “wage 
slavery” will undergo a similar trans- 
formation. In fact, I suspect that in the 
21st century, leadership will fall to that 
society which provides the most satisfy- 
ing work to its citizens of age 14 to 84 (or 
should it be 4 to 104?). By the way, in the 
course of this, we'll probably have to 
completely transform our present edu- 
cational practices; ina phrase, we’ll have 
to design “a better game than school.” 

These shifts in the shape and structure 
of the world mind are what I am calling 
“psychotectonic” shifts. Winston Chur- 
chill said, “We shape our buildings; then 
they shape us.” Just as our architecture 
shapes physical space, which in turn 
shapes our movement and behavior, so 
too there is a “psychotectonics,” created 
by us, that thereafter shapes our thought 
and action. Psychotectonics is the invis- 
ible “architecture” of the world moral 
“space.” And although often appearing 
as given and rigid, it is, in fact, quite mal- 
leable. It is we who create it and we who 
change it. This is the real power of this 
concept: we begin to take into con- 
sciousness, and assume responsibility 
for, powers we have unknowingly abdi- 
cated. An example of a psychotectonic 
shift being created before our very eyes 
is the current work of Amnesty Interna- 
tional on torture and political im- 
prisonment. 

What causes psychotectonic shifts to 
occur? 

We can transcend a condition like illi- 
teracy or slavery when we can thor- 
oughly imagine and know how to pro- 
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duce another condition that’s manifestly 
preferable. Perhaps it’s easiest to see this 
with regard to hunger, which is a shift 
we are just now creating. Hunger is a 
phenomenon that communicates at a 
very deep level between human beings, 
so that there is actually a direct pain one 
experiences when one sees a hungry per- 
son. The only way really to rid yourself 
of this pain is to see the other person fed. 
The dynamic is something like that of a 
yawn by another person creating a yawn 
in you: it happens on a psychological 
and physiological level; it’s an imitative, 
direct coupling to another person— 
something similar to but much stronger 
than the “power of suggestion.” 

Now in the past we have mostly re- 
pressed pain because we didn’t know 
how to alleviate hunger systemically. 
But now that we do, I think nations will 
eventually adopt an implicit and explicit 
policy that human starvation and 
hunger are simply unacceptable. Ac- 
tions that cause them, whether foreign 
or domestic, will be elevated into con- 
sciousness and will no longer be tol- 
erated. 

So to generalize, conditions like slav- 
ery, hunger or illiteracy become morally 
repugnant when we discover ways to 
discontinue the practices that sustain 
them. As long as the only way we can see 
to get ajob done is to force another per- 
son to do it, we inure ourselves to his or 
her pain, and consider this a “normal” 
condition. As long as we see no way to 
get food to hungry people, we repress 
our true reactions. But when we find a 
way of dealing with these situations, of 
alleviating the other person’s pain and 
thus our own, we move quickly to do 
this. 

We like to think of new moral ideas as 
preceding the technical solutions, but 
widespread moral acceptance may as 
often follow the technical solutions. It’s 
pointless to speculate on which comes 
first; they are deeply intertwined, and 
both the moral and the technological 
shifts are necessary to move mankind 
and transform our practice. 

Does all this suggest then that our job 
is partly that of the ad man, in a sense 
“selling” the world on ending hunger or 
making peace? 

Yes, I think so. If we’re actually going 
to transcend war-making, and to end 
hunger as we’ve ended smallpox and 
slavery, we’re going to have to use the 
skills of the best “ad men.” An idea must 
be good and timely in order to strike a 
resonance. But the speed at which “an 
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idea whose time has come” can go forth 
into the world and belong to everybody 
is just dazzling—it moves like a sharp 
knife through soft butter, taking hold of 
everyone who is exposed to it. One way 
in which non-politicians can support 
political leaders is to hone ideas to the 
point where, when they are given public 
expression by a leader, they have that 
kind of rousing effect. If we want to see 
the world changed, it’s our job to craft 
the rhetoric so that when it’s spoken 
from a public forum, it moves people 
towards better goals—towards feeding 
the world, ending material and educa- 
tional deprivation, establishing justice 
and equity, eliminating torture, and by- 
passing war-making. 

This calls to mind your attempts to 
get President Carter to take on the 
world hunger issue. Would you tell us 
about that? 

There were many who urged Carter to 
tackle the hunger problem, including 
members of his own family. The sources 
of my particular effort were manifold. 
Like many of us I had had images of 
starving children seared into my soul by 
television—especially by coverage of the 
Biafran starvation. In early 1977, as 
Jimmy Carter took office, I saw a film 
entitled The Hungry Planet, which 
simply and clearly detailed the steps nec- 
essary to the elimination of hunger in 
any social system. The technical answers— 
agricultural, economic and political— 
were public knowledge. 

Carter had been a farmer. He was 
clearly a spiritual man. I imagined that 
he might be willing to give the hunger 
problem the kind of leadership that Lin- 
coln had given the issue of slavery. He 
was pushing human rights. What hu- 
man right could be more basic than the 
right to eat? 

I had been struck by the way Presi- 
dent Kennedy’s summons to put a man 
on the moon and return him safely 
within the decade had galvanized and 
focused the nation into producing this 
result. Of course, putting a man on the 
moon and ending hunger are goals alike 
in neither substance nor significance. 
Yet Kennedy’s call had helped make an 
old dream plausible, feasible, and finally 
doable. I thought that Carter, recalling 
the power of that historic summons, and 
knowing of the recent success of the 
World Health Organization’s global 
campaign to eradicate smallpox, could 
provide leadership in the elimination of 
hunger by the end of the century. He had 


an opportunity to go down in history as 
the person who named and orchestrated 
a World War on hunger, a psychotec- 
tonic shift of unparalleled importance in 
the creation of humane human beings. 

So, armed with an outline of a plan to 
end hunger by the end of the century, I 
began a series of trips to Washington. 
There were many steps on the way to a 
meeting with the president, and the 
openness of leadership to “an idea 
whose time has come” was always aston- 
ishing. I began with the undersecretary 
of state for economic affairs, detoured 
through a dozen senators and congress- 
men (including Humphrey and McGov- 
ern), met with the undersecretary of 
agriculture, the AID director, various 
presidential assistants, energy “czar” 
Schlesinger, budget director Lance, 
U.N. ambassador Young, Vice Presi- 
dent Mondale and finally, the president. 
To all of them I communicated the mes- 
sage that there existed at the present 
time a historical opportunity to end 
hunger; that a formal commitment to 
doing so could now reasonably and re- 
sponsibly be made; and that the making 
of such a commitment would in itself 
help in the realization of the goal. The 
budget for the program was approxi- 
mately the same, on an annual basis, as 
that of the moon program, but extended 
for two decades instead of one. 

President Carter did create a commis- 
sion on world hunger, which issued a re- 
port confirming and proclaiming the 
feasibility of actually ending hunger on 
a world scale. Soonafterwards, Carter’s 
term of office came to an end. The task 
of mobilizing the will to end hunger on 
earth remains unfinished. Hunger awaits 
its Lincoln. 

Would you explain what you mean by 
“Mo Tzu” work? 

In the fifth century B.C., during the 
time in Chinese history known as the 
Warring States period, Mo Tzu and a 
few of his followers would travel on foot 
to sites of developing conflict among the 
various feudal “states” and there at- 
tempt a kind of diplomatic aikido. If the 
Opposing parties would not agree to sit 
down together and mediate their dis- 
pute, Mo Tzu would join the weaker 
side, offer training in how to withstand a 
siege, and then again sue for a nego- 
tiated solution. Precisely what his magic 
consisted of is not known, but his will- 
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ingness to commit himself personally to 
a vision of a world without war is a 
source of inspiration to us. 

The definition of what among our- 
selves we call “Mo Tzuing” is “finding 
what you love in what you hate.” You 
might admit that you sometimes hate 
the Russians, for example, but if you 
can remember what it is you love within 
all that and use it as a handle, you can 
hold your hatred in its proper, subordi- 
nate place. Until you know what you 
love in what you hate, your hatred can 
assume command value over your be- 
havior. But when you’ve found what 
you love and can maintain it as a clear 
vision, it becomes possible to surround 
your hatred and get past it. That’s “Mo 
Tzuing.” And it applies as much to per- 
sonal relationships as to relationships 
between whole cultures, societies, or 
nations. 

The minute you find what you love in 
someone else, you’re bigger yourself and 
stronger; you’re more powerful. That 
will be, I think, the meaning of power in 
the 21st century. It’s power that comes 
from the completion of self, from the in- 
corporation into your behaviorial reper- 
toire of the other person’s (or culture’s) 
fSecrets. 

And there’s an interesting flip side to 
this: it is finding what you hate (in your 
“enemy”) in yourself. For we only hate 
in others—whether in individuals or 
whole peoples—what we cannot accept 
in ourselves. 

What was the source of this under- 
standing in your own experience? 

While teaching ina Black ghetto high 
school in Seattle in 1967, I came to feel 
that I was somehow incomplete as a per- 
son. There was something in these black 
teen-agers, something they embodied, 
that I was attracted to and wanted to 
hang around. I noticed also that there 
was something attractive about me to 
them, something about me that they 
wanted to hang around. It was here that 
I first experienced the notion of the 
complementarity of cultures, and that’s 
been a central idea for me ever since: 
that you can make yourself more whole 
and complete by assimilating the truths 
borne by other cultures. We need our 
enemies in order to complete ourselves. 

It’s interesting to trace the first stages 
of this process. As the sense of threat 
diminishes, we redesignate our former 
“enemies” and begin referring to them as

“adversaries.” With the first hint of posi- 
tive mutual value, “adversaries” become 
“rivals,” a term that acknowledges each 
as a secret teacher of the other. Finally 
“rivals,” recognizing their mutual de- 
pendency, come to see themselves as 
“partners.” 

Completeness is also a key concept in 
mathematics, so it’s been with me since 
my formative intellectual years as a stu- 
dent of science. One learns that a set of 
things, a set of mathematical objects, 
can be complete or incomplete. If you 
want to say where something is located, 
you need three numbers; if you use only 
two, your knowledge remains incom- 
plete. And if you want to locate an 
event, you need four numbers—three 
spatial coordinates plus time. The no- 
tion of completeness is central in science 
and I believe it is central to the present 
human predicament. 

So this is how you relate to other cul- 
tures now? 

Yes, in looking at Black, Islamic or 
Russian culture, I try to identify that as- 
pect of the truth they bear most promi- 
nently. Our initial reaction to other 
people is often negative because we see 
that they fail to embody something we 
take as supremely important. Only after 
getting through this can we appreciate 
what it is that they have to offer. I don’t 
expect ever to assimilate fully into my 
perspective the way a Chinese sees the 
world or landscape, or the way Muslims 
feel about their friends. But to begin to 
see what such qualities are, and to 
square another way of seeing or being 
with your own so the two are not in con- 
tradiction, is the work that the world has 
urgently to get on with. Otherwise we’re 
going to react out of our initial distaste 
and annihilate the differences. 

In a sense we commit a kind of psy- 
chic suicide, then, by severing ourselves 
from other cultures. 

I think so—by making them wrong, 
by humiliating them, by invalidating 
them. They in turn become angry with 
us. We cut ourselves off from engaging 
with other cultures and try to crush and 
expunge our differences instead of cele- 
brating them. We need only reinterpret 
the old French maxim, “Vive la Différ- 
ence,” to have the best anti-war cry 
imaginable. 

In short, the activities that outmode 
and replace war must deal with incom- 
pleteness, whether it be of the body, 
mind or soul. No one activity embodies 
all these aspects. Nonetheless, to deal 
with want in any of its forms is to move 
towards by-passing war; and converse- 


ly, not to deal with want is to court war. 
We begin to see the outline of another 
grand human game on the horizon, 
coaxing us away from the thrills of the 
battlefield. It is the discovery and com- 
pletion of one’s own self as experienced 
in one’s culture, and one’s self as manif- 
ested in one’s supposed enemy or 
shadow. This may well be an activity ex- 
citing enough and profound enough to 
supplant war. Completing ourselves is 
actually what we’ve always wanted; in 
fact, itis partly what we’ve sought for in 
vain through the cruel instrumentality 
of war. We now, finally, have the wis- 
dom to get at these nurturing, self- 
completing truths directly. 

Hegel expressed this over a century 
ago: 


“Each . . . part lives only by partici- 
pating in and eventually giving itself up to 
the whole .. . the “self” or identity 
which is given up, however, is only the 
claim on the part of a fragment to be the 
whole, atruth claiming to be truer than it 
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What kind of “warrior” will be needed 
for this new game youre proposing? 

What the world needs now are nonpar- 
tisans—people who specialize in intro- 
ducing different cultures to each other, 
people who develop the skill to create in 
antagonistic nations or cultures the ca- 
pacity to hold in check that ancient fa- 
miliar impulse to fight. And this in- 
volves a philosophical shift in thinking 
away from dualistic, possessive presup- 
positions to a more inclusive world- 
view. 

In traditional political or economic 
terms, the focus has been on who has 
what privilege, what right, what “stuff,” 
what power. Those issues tend to be di- 
visive because the prevailing view, at 
least in the past, has been “If I’ve got 
something, you don’t have it” or “If I 
control this, you don’t”—categories of 
exclusion which make for dispute. But 
mathematics has taught us about non- 
zero-sum games. A zero-sum game is 
one in which my gain exactly equals 
your loss, whereas a non-zero-sum game 
is one in which it’s possible that we both 
gain. It’s got to become a central value in 
politics to move past this zero-sum game 
frame-work and hold out for that solu- 
tion in which everybody experiences a 
win simultaneously. 

What is the role of television in this 
work? 

Television is a revolutionary form of 
witness that makes us all onlookers. It 
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hen Americans, as a people, 
Wie: undone those things that 

we ought to do, we may do so 
not because of innate guilt and deprav- 
ity but because of an easy and luxurious 
indifference to responsibility that whis- 
pers: “Leave well enough alone and let’s 
just see what happens. We’re comfort- 
able now.” The worst often does and 
still may happen. 

Human beings, of course, do not have 
total responsibility for what happens. 
Nature goes its own ways with the 
planets and human bodies. After mil- 
lennia of trial and error, human beings, 
at best, often have enough intelligence 
and ability to make a difference for the 
better in what happens when they actu- 
ally try. The continuance of choices and 
the uses of an accountable freedom, 
where possible, have not yet been oblit- 
erated on earth forever by anyone’s 
imagined or theoretical total and abso- 
lute determinism. An unquestioning sur- 
render to external decrees is usually an 
easy way to shift blame to imaginary 
and absentee powers and leave the vic- 
tim shrouded in despair, fear, dread, 
alienation, uncertainty, or spurious 
consolation and assurance, angst or 
hope alone, triumphant, without end. 

Not avoiding in an illusory paralysis 
of either hope or despair alone but con- 
fronting all of the hard facts of our hu- 
man existences, if Americans as a people 
are to accept our full share of human re- 
sponsibility for human goals and ac- 
tions, requires the courage to see and 
understand what is going on, here and 
now, issue by issue. 

The 20th century proliferation of 
technological, organizational and man- 
agerial alleged “know how,” which 
ranges from medical knowledge intend- 
ed to preserve life to nuclear armaments 
intended to destroy it, has not eased but

From the beginning, inner 
growth of students and their 
development as individuals 
by their own virtues and 
talents has been the goal 


heightened human accountability for 
uses made of it. Here stand Americans 
as a people in 1983. Are we letting well 
enough alone, hoping for the best from 
simplistic propagandistic and rhetorical 
overassurances, unaccountably? Or are 
we exercising our Own consciences and 
free wills in asserting our informed 
choices for the better, issue by issue? 

The founders of Oberlin did not have 
to seek out issues in 1833. There they 
were, staring in the faces of Shipherd, 
Stewart, Keep, Mahan, Finney and the 
rest. What to do about them? Ameri- 
cans, as a people, if we dare look, can 
find as many and some new ones staring 
in our faces in 1983. 

A full listing and development of cur- 
rent issues would take volumes. All of us 
know their ranges from material needs 
basic to life: food, fuel, housing, jobs, 
health, production and distribution, the 
uses of all natural resources, land, wa- 
ter, air, freedom from devastating wars 
on to spiritual needs for the highest 
competences and qualities in our com- 
munal sharings: all professional efforts, 
government, education and the creative 
expressive disciplines: scientific under- 
standing and discovery, communication, 
literature, music and the arts. Whatever 
the specific issue, 1833 or 1983, one 
dominant question requires a truthful 
answer, not biased, presumptuous, and 


bigoted, from us: Do our actions, on 
issue, promote barbaric or civilized ex- 
istences, here and now? 

This all too abbreviated and tight 
compression of issues in 1983—all re- 
quiring constructive solutions if the full 
lives of human beings are to remain 
worth living—accents most of all the ur- 
gent need for individuals of fully ade- 
quate preparation and competence to 
work to achieve solutions. The “social 
usefulness” of individuals is the term 
that has reverberated across Oberlin’s 
15 decades. There still remains construc- 
tive work in the world to be done. Who 
will do it? 

To the founders and all who joined 
them in the early years, doing construc- 
tive work was incumbent onall. It wasa 
moral duty, an ideal, a social obligation 
in human relationships, person-to- 
person. As John Frederic Oberlin had 
already done in his community in the 
Ban de la Roche in France, they were 
obliged to take a stand on issues and 
themselves, to practice what they 
preached. The issues were clear and the 
means for reform for the better were to 
be sought: educate in order to improve 
the desolate valley of dry bones ina dy- 
ing world (Fletcher: A History of Ober- 
lin College, pp. 90 and 208). 

In 1834, at a meeting of colonists and 
students, it was resolved that 


in view of one year’s experiment we are 
satisfied that this institution . . . is of 
immense importance to the scientific, po- 
litical, and religious interests of this great 
valley, our nation and the world; and as 
such ought to be sustained and liberally 
endowed by the public. (Fletcher, p. 130) 


The First Annual Report of the Oberlin 
Collegiate Institute, as it was first 
named, said that 


Its grand object is the diffusion of useful 
science, sound morality, and pure reli- 
gion, among the growing multitudes of 
the Mississippi Valley. It aims also at 
bearing an important part in extending 
these blessings to the destitute millions 
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Warren Taylor has been professor eme- 
ritus of English since 1970 following 40 
years of teaching at Oberlin. This se- 
mester he taught a one-hour “module” 
course (Oct. 6-Nov. 3) on “Five Ameri- 
can Classics” under the supervision of 
the committee on interdisciplinary hu- 
manistic studies.

which overspread the earth. For this pur- 
pose it proposes as its primary object, the 
thorough education of ministers and 
pious school teachers. As a secondary ob- 
ject, the elevation of the female character. 
And as a third general design, the educa- 
tion of the common people with the 
higher classes in such manner as suits the 
nature of republican institutions. (Fletch- 
er, pp. 130-1) 


The words of Shipherd’s first official 
announcement of the Institute in 1833 
had thus been given flesh: 


The system of education in this Institu- 
tion will provide for the body and heart as 
well as the intellect; for it aims at the best 
education of the whole man. (Fletcher, p. 
119) 


From the beginning, the dominant pur- 
pose of the college has been to improve 
the social relationships of human beings 
and to promote social reforms or causes 
that make for greater social justice by 
encouraging individual students to dis- 
cover and develop for themselves their 
own virtues and talents, both personal 
and social. For 150 years now that has 
been its ideal end to be pursued, the 
source of standards to judge the effec- 
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tiveness of its efforts. The pursuit of that 
end by various means, some dropped, 
some enlarged, new ones added, has 
constituted the actual history of the ed- 
ucational processes of its growth. Ober- 
lin College reached the high point of its 
maturity during the last quarter of its 
first century (1902-1927) in the vision, 
practices and leadership of Henry 
Churchill King. Whether all who have 
attempted to shape the college since his 
time have done as well as he or have 
failed to meet his standards remain cru- 
cial questions. 

Each of Oberlin’s first three presi- 
dents, quite humanly, had his own indi- 
vidualities. Found by some of the fac- 
ulty to be lacking in “wisdom and tact” 
and, from the record, often aggressively 
emphatic, Asa Mahan (1835-1850) an- 
ticipated Eliot of Harvard in the advo- 
cacy of a system of curricular electives, 
added courses in Hebrew and psychol- 
ogy, and combined to his own satisfac- 
tion the insights of common sense real- 
ism in Scottish philosophy and a 
preoccupation with his own conceptions 
of sanctification: perfectionism, holi- 
ness, meeting the absolute demands of 
conscience whatever the costs, attaining 
an inner sense of peace and blessedness, 
a pure and perfect concern for all. 

A crusading evangelist, Charles 
Grandison Finney (1851-1866) found 
the public conversion from a selfish 
egomania or egocentrism to benevolence 
to be the most promising means for im- 
mediate salvation. Salvation he con- 
ceived neither mystically nor abstractly 
metaphysically but concretely, as living 
and working together in peace with one 
another. 

Finney often left home to preach. 
James Harris Fairchild (1866-1889), an 
irenic moral philosopher, stayed home 
to teach: to educate the whole person. 
The charter of Oberlin, to Fairchild, was 
as wide as the wants of mankind and the 
work of the Kingdom of Heaven. His in- 
tent was always to maintain “the aggres- 
sive forces of righteousness” and the 
spirit of genuine friendship. In his 1866 
inaugural address, Fairchild observed: 


Each student finds his position under a 
free public sentiment: his natural ability, 
his success as a scholar, and his social and 
moral qualities, all blending to give him 
the position and influence that belong to 
him. 


All three presidents, however, unan- 
imously agreed —as most of those whose 
efforts were in support of the ideals of 
the college also did—on several domi- 
nant issues: the abolition of slavery; 


higher education for women; democratic 
government: the Finney Covenant that 
the faculty manage the internal affairs of 
the College; an optimistic faith in the 
possibility of improving society, a 
middle-ground stand on methods of un- 
dertaking social reforms, avoiding ex- 
tremes to either right or left; holding, as 
Thoreau did and well before Gandhi 
and Martin Luther King Jr., that the 
moral law of conscience supplies proper 
standards for judging the civil law; the 
limitations of ritualized, creedal and 
sacramental ecclesiasticism: the indi- 
vidual, not the institution, is the central 
agent of salvation; freedom of speech; 
freedom of the will; a theology, not of an 
immobilizing dependence on superhu- 
man transcendence, but a theology of 
immanence: the fartherest reaches of 
righteousness may dwell within the spirit 
of the human individual; the education 
of the whole person. 


Moving onto the 20th century, it may be 
well to ask first what all the talk is actu- 
ally about, precisely. Our technological 
gadgets, which make possible instant 
communication, are at their best when 
they transmit sound information and 
accurately informed judgments. But they 
are commonly not at their best; they 
make possible massive field days for 
propagandists, political rhetoricians and 
high-pressure spielers. No era has fallen 
any closer to a nadir of unintelligible 
communication, devoid of immediately 
sharable sound meaning, than our own. 
The present pollution of language, of 
commonly used words and what they 
refer to, may match, in extent, environ- 
mental pollution. General, abstract 
nouns, which convey no substance, and 
instant verbalized answers, which com- 
pulsively seek oversimplified allegiance 
on complex questions, are of no use in 
clarifying issues and moving toward 
shared understanding and sound cohe- 
sion based on that understanding. Each 
of these examples is so polluted as to re- 
quire precise definition if used: progress, 
the free world, liberal, radical, conserva- 
tive, free enterprise, rights, communism, 
democracy, law and order. Such words 
and phrases may supply rhetorical and 
ritualized propagandistic fanfare, but 
they alone do not convey, generally, 
clear concepts. 

From its beginning, the dominant 
purpose of Oberlin has been the educa- 
tion of the whole person, the individual 
human being as existing uniquely, not as 
a mere number but as a person, beyond 
all generalizations and simplistic classi- 
fications of race, color, national origins, 
creed, sex, wealth, “class” and cliques. 
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Since most of our frequently used terms 
in college education have lost precise def- 
initions and may consequently be taken, 
in the resulting ambiguities, to mean 
whatever the user wants them to mean, 
intelligence requires that we ask the 
question: What are we talking about? 
Here, then, are delimiting definitions of 
seven pivotal terms in college education. 
A reasonably accurate understanding of 
what happened in Oberlin, culminating 
in the vision and judgment of King, re- 
quires, to get to the heart of the matter, 
such delimitation. 

Education. In the Oberlin view of life, 
the word education has never desig- 
nated, as is so often the case, indoctrina- 
tion. Indoctrination is based on the be- 
lief that any individual may live a full life 
merely by following partisan and sectar- 
ian memorized doctrines and dogmas 
and sets of rules that are said to be ulti- 
mate truths most authoritatively de- 
creed. Such rules and alleged “truths,” 
however, are commonly too evasive and 
simplistic to supply meaningful under- 
standing and answers to complex ques- 
tions and issues that anyone may en- 
counter in the specifics of everyday 
living. William James was ‘“‘tender- 
minded” with his “tender-minded” be- 
lievers who welcomed and used readily 
supplied consolations and assurances; 
but he never lost sight of the necessity of 
the “tough-minded” getting, by their 
own evidences and efforts, to the facts of 
experiences. Education, precisely de- 
fined, is not indoctrination. 

Further, the word education has not 
been used at Oberlin to denote merely 
the imparting of knowledge in all the 


areas of human interests, nor for prema- 
ture training in a specialized skill for a 
career, nor for highly specialized tech- 
niques of research, the work of graduate 
schools in universities. Nor has it been 
used for training for behavioral engi- 
neering and brainwashing for financial 
profits or political domination or both. 

At Oberlin, from the beginning, with 
all the encouragement and help teachers 
may give students, the word education 
has designated the students’ own inner 
discovery and development of their own 
virtues and talents as uniquely individ- 
ual human beings, never as computer- 
ized numbers. In really educating one- 
self, the college student acquires knowl- 
edge, thinks reflectively and creatively, 
evaluates all experiences exactingly and 
fairly, and foresees the consequences of 
choices and actions. This critical sense 
of the sweep and dynamic of life, Mat- 
thew Arnold, in 1864, called “a disinter- 
ested endeavor to learn and propagate 
the best that is known and thought in the 
world, and thus to establish a current of 
true and fresh ideas.” A genuine college 
education never involves pre-packaging 
and distributing does-it-all-for-you pro- 
grams for impatient and avid consumers. 

Across the centuries, consequently, a 
genuine education is unchanging. Stu- 
dents come and go but the education of 
all of them does not change. It remains, 
basically, their own inner growth and 
development as individuals by their own 
increasing command over their own 
virtues and talents. Abraham Maslow 
got to the heart of the matter: 
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Asa Mahan’s tombstone in Eastbourne, 
England, where he died in 1889 at age 
90. The inscription reads: “First Presi- 
dent of Oberlin College, U.S.A.” 


. the far goal of education . . . isto 
aid the person to grow to the fullest hu- 
manness, to the greatest fulfillment and 
actualization of his highest potentials, to 
his greatest possible stature. In a word, it 
should help him to become the best he is 
capable of becoming, to become actually 
what he deeply is potentially. (Religions, 
Values and Peak-Experiences, 1964, p. 
49) 


The full education of individuals is the 
full growth of individuals within them- 
selves, at their own command, of their 
knowledge, judgment, and purposive- 
ness of their own being, together with 
their knowledge and judgment of other 
human beings, of human history, of 
human efforts and achievements, and 
the uses of the actual world all live in. 
In thus earning their freedom (q.v.), 
students become liberally educated. 
Liberal, in the context liberal education, 
means “becoming a free person,” (liber, 
free; liberation from ignorance, super- 
stition, stupidity). An individual pos- 
sessing a liberal education is a self-

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governing person with broad cultural 
interests, intelligence and generosity. 

The whole person: the self. The 
whole person, the individual, cannot, 
like education as recurring process, be 
delimited by final and precise definition 
for the simple reason that the individual 
human being, in the received nature of 
human existence, may have both re- 
creative and creative abilities. In the 
processes of growth and becoming 
within individuals, original and creative 
achievements actually make travesties 
of simplistic searches for finalities in ab- 
solutes and in imagined and symbolized 
utopias where totalitarian decrees are 
believed to coerce harmony. Such im- 
aginary utopias, unless, as mere sym- 
bols, they be given viable meaning in the 
course of humankind on earth, are too 
far afield to supply cogent cosmologies. 

In full responsiveness and apprecia- 
tion of the miracle of life, the individual 
may well learn early to get beyond the 
ironic fact that humankind itself did not 
create: in the received and inherent con- 
tradiction between life and death, all 
who leave life, as all must, may have the 
satisfaction that, as they lived their lives 
fully, they gave them immediate mean- 
ing here and now. The world of human- 
ity all live in is not a representation of 
some imagined something else, an infi- 
nitely mysterious and ineffable grand 
idea or design in which forces external 
to it are pulling the strings of human 
puppets. The world of humanity, prag- 
matically, is what it is. What is it? It is 
the ongoing dynamic of human growth 
and development. No known limits. 

In that dynamic, nature and human 
beings themselves are the princtpal 
agents: nature, going its own ways be- 
yond any humanly accountable moral 
obligation or seriously confronting and 
trying to meet human moral standards 
for the sacredness and preservation of 
life. From that performance, from what 
actually happens, one may immediately 
see that all human beings, regardless of 
how fragmentary or whole the lives of 
each may be, exist under double jeop- 
ardy. First there is the colossal destruc- 
tiveness of life that the amoral forces of 
nature, from inner diseases of the body, 
the human animal, to outward catas- 
trophes, may visit upon humanity, any- 
where, any time. There also is the sim-

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ilarly colossal destructiveness some 
human beings may and do impose on 
other human beings in the preventable 
wastes of conceit, greed, exploitation 
and war. 

Personify it imaginatively as human 
beings may in all sorts of apotheoses and 
hypostatizations, nature remains in no 
way accountable to anyone for what it 
does or may do to anyone, for better or 
worse. Although the creature that 
sprang from it has a conscience, it has 
none. It violates all of man’s moral 
codes with total indifference and what- 
ever successes man may have in control- 
ling it remain puny in contrast to its 
powers, both beneficient and destruc- 
tive to humankind. 

There, before the individual to con- 
front if he wishes not to duck and run 
but really to see, stand two illimitable 
worlds: the objective world of nature, of 
matter, of which the human animal is a 
part; and the subjective world of human 
consciousness, about which the objec- 
tive world of nature knows not at all 
from any evidences available to human- 
kind. From their efforts to understand 
and to create connections and intevrela- 
tionships between the world of nature 


and the world of human consciousness, 
human beings themselves have created 
manifestations of the human spirit, both 
in error and in aptitude, in their animis- 
tic myths, their symbols, their ideas, 
their doctrines, their theories, their 
scientific explanations, and their expres- 
sive arts. Any individual may confront, 
understand or question, accept or re- 
ject, all such manifestations of the hu- 
man spirit at one’s own possible peril. 
What to believe, what to have faith in, 
and what to plot one’s course by is one 
of the individual’s central problems in 
growth and becoming—in liberal educa- 
tion. 

The individual human being, with po- 
tential and developed powers of intellec- 
tual, critical and creative thought, actu- 
ally exists most fully, not in fixed, closed 
systems said to be eternally decreed and 
superimposed from without, but in 
open, ongoing, recurring, and changing, 
re-creative and creative processes. Just 
where and who are we now? Human ex- 
istence is pluralistic and not monistic. 
Reality, actuality, where individuals live 
and move and have their being, is not a 
unified whole, no matter how prized a 
supposed unification may be to a would- 
be unifier. Given the basic substances of 
human personality, body, emotions, 
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Finney Chapel stands on the site of 
Finney’s residence in Oberlin 


ideas, will, choices and actions, the indi- 
vidual confronting an awareness of 
virtues and talents, in the creation and 
fulfillment of a self, confronts uncer- 
tainty, insecurity, risks, disagreement, 
dissent. There’s no hiding place down 
there. You’ve got to cross that lonesome 
valley; you've got to cross it by yourself. 
Alone—and with whatever companions 
you find. 

The whole person is multi-dimen- 
sional. The whole person is not an ego- 
tist. The whole person possesses both 
private and public dimensions, both 
personal and social. 

Freedom. As a center of being and 
consciousness, the individual, in any 
reach of human decency and justice, 1s, 
without unmistakable evidence and jus- 
tification, not to be coerced, denied any 
or all civil rights, or enslaved. The 
sacredness of life and the sacredness of 
the person mean just that. The freedom 
of the individual in democratic societies, 
in the ideal composed of self-governing 
individuals, means the right to be one’s 
own person in one’s own considered 
thoughts, choices and actions: self- 
determination and self-government. But 
as is often the case with misconceptions 
of the basic meaning of many popular 
words, commonplaces in political rhet- 
oric, propaganda and advertising, the 
word freedom does not signify the pre- 
sumptive license of doing whatever one 
pleases at any time, regardless of the 
consequences to oneself and to others. 
That is unabashed egotism. In this sense, 
license is selfish, exploitative; freedom, 
cooperative, benevolent. For democra- 
cies, Susan Stebbing makes this con- 
trast: 


If democracy is taken seriously, it is cer- 
tain that it is so far from being selfish that 
it is concerned with the welfare of every 
member of the community; it is so far 
from being easy that great effort has been 
required to take the first steps to its reali- 
zation, and continued vigilance is needed 
to maintain what has so far been achieved. 
The democratic ideal does not confine a 
man within the limitations of his own 
narrowly conceived self-interest; it wid- 
ens his interests to include all men, so far 
as this is possible to the limited intellec- 
tual grasp and the groping imagination of 
a finite human being. (/deals and Illu- 
sions, 1941, p. 157) 
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Values. In the human condition, those 
values most worthy of devotion and at- 
tainment are those of our own interests, 
attitudes, ideas and actions which en- 
able us to live out our lives in peace and 
cooperation fully and constructively 
with all individuals who also seek to live 
civilized and not barbaric existences. At 
best, a liberal education helps the 
student, as a whole individual, to com- 
prehend, deeply within, the fullest mean- 
ings of freedom of choice and responsi- 
bility in choosing. Across its history 
those who made and sustained Oberlin 
agreed with the insight in Judaism: “The 
world stands on three foundations: on 
study, on service, on benevolence” (The 
Ethics of the Fathers). 

A few contrasts classified according 
to the age-old division of values illus- 
trates their range. The physical: health, 
enjoyment, skill. The intellectual: veri- 
fied facts in every. case and on every 
issue; understanding; syntheses of rela- 
tionships. The esthetic: design; com- 
mand of media; representational mean- 
ing; shared appreciation. The moral: the 
basing of both attitudes and actions on 
conscience and principles; cooperative 
efforts; shared planning; shared recogni- 
tion. 

Operating concretely in all human re- 
lationships, values become ends to be 
actualized as the consequences of our ef- 
forts. As Ralph Barton Perry wrote: 


this community of interest in interests 
[values] makes all men, otherwise differ- 
ently interested, partners in the great en- 
terprise of replacing evil with good and 
good with better, so as to achieve the best 
possible. (Realms of Value, 1954, p. 492) 


The basic disciplines that human be- 
ings study are, first and last, human pro- 
jections of their interests in the processes 
of relating and accommodating them- 
selves as individuals, first, subjectively 
to one another, and, second, to the ob- 
jectivity of the flow of nature of which 
they are only a part. Humanity, appar- 
ently, has its own exclusive interests: its 
civilizations and its religions, all factu- 
ally in time and space but imaginatively 
wherever the human imagination takes 
them. All human values at best are hu- 
man ideals, not of necessity only what is, 
which might be excellent, but also what 
ought to be—the evident areas for re- 
form, constructive change. Ideals, where 
what is is not good enough, are ends for 
efforts to change for the better. And the 
dominant task for all individuals who 
wish to live reasonably full and useful 
lives is to make wise choices of the ends 
and ideals they pursue. Cumulatively, 
the qualities of human existence— 
terrible, good, better, best—depend on 
how well all who participate in making 
them foresee the likely consequences of 
the decisions that they themselves make. 
Human responsibility for human choices 
cannot be attributed to non-human forces 
or agencies. 

As Robert Heilbroner has well ob- 


served of the qualities of our society 
today: 


. what characterizes many, if not all 
of these degradations of life, is that they 
are unnecessary. Most of them could be 
vastly alleviated by a sustained and whole- 
hearted effort. Yet such an effort - as to 
whose Immense “value” all would agree - 
seems Impossible to undertake. Indeed, 
the very suggestion that these areas of 
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need should carry an absolutely overrid- 
ing priority, taking precedence over any 
and all more “profitable” activities, 
smacks of a suspicious radicalism. We are 
simply not concerned, beyond a mild lip- 
service, with mounting an all-out effort to 
raise the level of national health or civic 
Virtue, or mass living conditions or aver- 
age education or upbringing. Looking at 
some of the institutions we nourish or de- 
fend, it would not be difficult to maintain 
that our society is an immense stamping 
press for the careless production of un- 
derdeveloped and malformed human be- 
ings, and that, whatever it may claim to 
be, it is not a society fundamentally con- 
cerned with moral issues, with serious 
purposes, or with human dignity. (The 
Future As History, 1959, pp. 198-9) 


Religion. Organized religious systems 
the world over, both theistic and non- 
theistic, offer their constituents guides 
for attitudes, beliefs and actions in living 
and dying. Be those guides as helpful as 
they may be, they do not of themselves, 
ironically, give the individual a real reli- 
gion, in depth. For a real religion, in 
depth, is the individual’s own expe- 
rienced commitment to values that make 
life most worth living. From the com- 
prehension of sweep of human existence 
and judgments of it, one creates a real 
religion for oneself. 

Potentially and actually, every hu- 
man being is, in one degree or another, 
artist, prophet and philosopher. It is the 
supreme function of a liberal education 
to begin the long process of actualiza- 
tion. The renewed search for a cogent, 
empirical, verifiable and universal syn- 
thesis, against all earlier syntheses that 
the hard-won enlargement of knowl- 
edge has dated, is only now getting 
under way. Conflicting conceptions of 
the word religion make this beginning 
evident. Counterbalanced against the 
naturalistic religions of the Orient, such 
as those shaped by the prophets Bud- 
dha, Confucius and Lao-Tzu, a return 
to one or another form of western orth- 
odoxy, under Karl! Barth or T. S. Eliot, 
may, in informed, historical depth, 
prove to be buta retrogressive flight and 
escapism in a pessimistic romanticism. 
No matter the peril, the humane hope is, 
not retrogressive escapism, but creative 
advance. With that hope, Oberlin has 
taken its stand for the past century anda 
half. 

The question is not one of making 
one’s own choice from available schema, 
of joining this congregation or that. It 
goes more deeply within the individual's 
consciousness and justifications of choices. 
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It isa question of seeing, clearly and fac- 
tually, what was happening then, what is 
happening now, and why and to what 
end. 

After enumerating the enormity of 
the crimes, historically, that authoritar- 
ian ecclesiasticism (rejected from the 
beginning at Oberlin) has committed 
against both human intelligence and 
good will, particularly in the western 
world, Harold Laski, in his book Faith, 
Reason, and Civilization, found essen- 
tially at the heart of great religions, the 
desire to “elevate the barbarian to seek 
to discover in the service of others the 
secret of self-respect.” From the con- 
tinued study of comparative religions in 
the context of comparative civilizations 
more viable and usable conceptions of 
the actual dimensions of religion in hu- 
man personality may emerge. 

S. Radhakrishnan’s definition of re/i- 
gion contains insights that Oberlin, true 
to its own conceptions and ideals, could 
not and would not have quarrelled with 
seriously: Religion 


. Is an attempt to discover the ideal 
possibilities of human life, a quest for 
emancipation from the immediate com- 
pulsions of vain and petty moods. It is not 
true religion unless it ceases to be a tradi- 
tional view and becomes personal expe- 
rience. It isan independent functioning of 
the human mind, something unique, pos- 
sessing an autonomous character. It is 
something inward and personal which 
unifies all values and organizes all expe- 
riences. It is the reaction of the whole man 
to the whole reality. (A Source Book in 
Indian Philosophy, 1957, pp. 614-615) 


American values, from the beginning 
of the nation, have centered in personal- 
istic and pragmatic views. One major 
aspect of America’s real religion, conse- 
quently, is, to use one of King’s phrases, 
reverence for human personalities as 
creative and judicious individuals capa- 
ble of governing themselves, both per- 
sonally and socially. As Horace Kallen 
noted: 


Religion is not the antithesis of secular- 
ism, but the antithesis to clericalism. Sec- 
ularism opposes “the priesthood of all be- 
lievers” against the special interest of “the 
teaching church.” It favors the betting of 
one’s life on equal liberty for all men to 
believe, to inquire, to hear, and to teach, 
against the exclusive authoritarian claims 
of a special occupational class. (Democ- 
racy’s True Religion, 1951, p. 15) 


Civilization. Civilization is a highly 
polluted word today. Although, like 
progress, 1t may be used to denote the 
advanced superkill of hydrogen bombs 


or the notion of progress as a mechani- 
zation of all life, it is neither. The present 
American possession of superkill power 
and the degree to which American in- 
ventions may have mechanized life are 
in no sense, by an exact definition of the 
phrase, a part of American civilization. 
In sharpest contrast, American individ- 
ualism is at the heart of any genuinely 
American civilization that we as a na- 
tion may have developed. 

Civilization is not mechanized physi- 
cal power, nor political power, nor eco- 
nomic power. Civilization is not the sum 
total of everything. It is not customs, 
traditions, laws, standardized habits, 
standardized ideas, standardized feel- 
ings. Civilization is neither the fantasies 
of television commercials nor the fanta- 
sies of any make-believe. It is not pots 
and pans. It is not bows and arrows. It is 
not hoes and plows. It is not food gath- 
ering. It is not wheel, sail, loom or brick, 
although all of these things may be nice 
to have around. Civilization is not, as 
Freud once conjectured, either sublima- 
tions or inhibitions of impulses, desires 
or instincts. It is not wealth nor the exer- 
cise of authority over others. It is not 
evolutionary. It is not technological. It 
is not to be identified finally, under- 
stood and appreciated within closed 
deterministic frames: theological, be- 
haviorial, Marxian, psychological or 
corporate. 

Civilization is the refinements of their 
own faculties by human beings through 
the reflective and creative transforma- 
tion of their experiences of life into con- 
structs that seek to enrich and satisfy 
their needs as sentient and dignified in- 
dividuals. From the refinements of the 
senses of sight and touch flow the visual 
arts: Chinese painting; Indian sculpture. 
From the refinements of the sense of 
sound flows music: Mozart, Chopin and 
the ragas. From the synthesizing visions 
of the complexities and contradictions 
of human existence flow all literatures: 
Sophocles, Shakespeare, Li Po, Tu Fu, 
Dostoyevsky and Melville. From the 
refinements of a desire for understand- 
ing, direction and values in emotions, 
will and actions flow world religions: 
Hebraic theism, Confucian and Bud- 
dhist humanism. From the refinements 
of thought flow ideas, theories and phi- 
losophies: the Socratic dialogue, science, 
the Enlightenment, American pragma- 
tism, William James and John Dewey. 

Human achievements of a civilized 
consciousness have never had a spon- 
taneous origin in mass communal activ- 
ity. The refinement always originates 
within the reflective and creative talents 
of single individuals. Individually they 
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create art, music, literature. Individu- 
ally they, as prophets, express religious 
insights. Individually they shape ideas, 
theories, processes and philosophies: 
Spinoza, Jonas Salk, Whitehead. The 
civilization of a whole people gathers 
around its acceptance and appreciation 
of what their creative individuals have 
created. 

Individual responsibility. In any civ- 
ilized society, no matter the attitude or 
the action, the individual is responsible, 
privately and publicly, personally and 
socially. The individual becomes what 
he or she feels and thinks and does. By 
the standard of how much anyone’s ac- 
tions destroy or conserve life, a justi- 
fiably strong case may be made against 
an individual when a man and his so- 
ciety are barbaric: filled with fear, 
apathy, ignorance, hatred, greed, ex- 
ploitation, waste, tyranny, violence and 
war. When the individual humanizes 
and civilizes oneself, the resulting knowl- 
edge, intelligence, kindness, benevo- 
lence, benefaction, peace, judiciousness 
and creativeness make the strongest case 
for the individual. And they also make a 
person’s life most worth living. 

To judge oneself and one’s society 
adequately as one moves into the future, 
an educated individual commands full 
perspective over uses and abuses in all 
areas of life: in all forms of power; eco- 
nomic, political, institutional; in trade; 
in science; in the arts; in religion, and in 
ideas and values. For choices, decisions 
and judgments are encompassing syn- 
theses that include all of an individual’s 
humanity. As Gandhi observed: 


The whole gamut of man’s activities to- 


day constitutes an indivisible whole. You 
cannot divide social, economic, political 
and purely religious work into water- 
tight compartments.

Human perfection is always achieved, 
responsibly, when, within human limi- 
tations, what is and what should be, 
fully justified, become one. In all areas 
of human activities, what, from the wid- 
est possible perspectives, are the best 
choices and decisions responsible indi- 
viduals may make for their own future, 
the future of their society, and, not least, 
the future of humanity? 


During its 150 years, Oberlin College, as 
a teaching institution, has consistently 
sought to pierce the masks of passive in- 
difference, conventionality and manipu- 
lated conformity. On basic issues and 
causes, it has sought to get at the heart of 
the matter and where action is deemed 
wise, act for what is believed, with good 
reasons, to be for the best for all. Over 
the decades the college, consequently, 
raised philosophic questions about hu- 
man purposiveness, questions which re- 
quired correctly informed answers and 
judicious insight and foresight, issue by 
issue. In attitudes and ideas, Oberlin 
characteristically, has not been fashion- 
able in sharing some 20th century atti- 
tudes. It has not been swept off its feet 
into cloudy claims of finalities and abso- 
lutes which indoctrination seeks to 
advance. Nor has it been paralyzed by 
wasteland fear, dread and anxiety, 
loneliness, alienation, indifference to im- 
mediate and positive values, loss of con- 
victions evident in the consciences and 
ideals of individuals which, across this 
century, have so often appeared in the 
anguished proclamations of frustrated 
and despairing writers and prophets. 
Decadence, pessimism and angst are not 
readily discernible in Oberlin’s record, if 
there at all. 

During its century and a half, Oberlin 
characteristically has been, rationally

optimistic and idealistic. Human exis- 
tence at best, the lives of individuals, are 
sacred and worth saving and enriching, 
whenever possible. Absurdity is read 
into human existence by advocates of 
the absurd. Human existence, far from 
final and complete in its promise, is an 
evolving process in which its recogniz- 
able excellences cannot be swept aside 
but must be taken with high seriousness. 

Even before the present potential for 
the total destruction of humanity inher- 
ent in nuclear warfare, it was said that 
the human race is like a blind donkey, 
wandering aimlessly over a desert, soon 
to fallinto a bottomless abyss: an end to 
the agonized history of human existence 
on earth. For any destructiveness, apart 
from the amoral forces of nature, who 
are responsible? Who are accountable, 
here and now? 

A basic presupposition and convic- 
tion in college education is that human 
life and human existence on earth are 
worth saving for the living. Who, then, 
are to save them? How? If salvation in 
the fullness of life is an end to be 
pursued, what means are actually avail- 
able and effective in the pursuit? The 
Oberlin answer to that question has 
been from the beginning just this: all 
ways of encouraging persons as individ- 
uals to discover and develop within 
themselves their virtues and talents—to 
educate themselves as responsible and 
accountable persons in living out their 
lives in cooperative friendship and ef- 
forts with others in the unfolding devel- 
opments of human history in the spatio- 
temporal context of nature. 


In his essay, “Oberlin, College or 
Cause?” (1926), the late Kemper Fuller- 
ton, discussing Oberlin’s shift, theologi- 
cally, to an explicit modernism under 


the vision and judgment of President 
King, observed: 


From my point of view this is an extraor- 
dinary achievement, all the more so be- 
cause it was done with so little contro- 
versy. Our students are taught the modern 
interpretation of religion as a matter of 
course, and the absence of all theological 
polemic, of the rabies theologorum, is 
one of the happiest and most helpful fea- 
tures of Oberlin’s spiritual life. (Eysays 
and Sketches, 1938, pp. 150-151)

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The Earth's age 
and the 


evolution-creativity 


geology and geologists to human 

society will be the revelation of the 
vastness of geologic time, not the loca- 
tion of mineral deposits. In the not too 
distant future all of the fuel and mineral 
resources that we use today will be gone, 
and our brief period of human history, 
when they were depleted, will seem to 
have been an abberation. Then the role 
that geology once had in locating depos- 
its of these substances will be of only 
minor historical interest, and its contri- 
bution will be seen to be like that of 
astronomy—philosophical rather than 
material. 

The first section of this discussion, 
therefore, reviews the history of thought 
regarding the age of the Earth, focusing 
on the period before radioactive ele- 
ments were used to measure rock ages. 
The second shows how progress in this 
area, and in many others, is today threat- 
ened by a group who would throw out 
the findings of more than a century of 
advances in geology and biology. 

Perhaps the first giant step in lifting 
geology out of the dark ages and into the 
light of understanding was taken about 
300 years ago by a Danish physician- 
anatomist named Stensen, or Steno (see 
Albritton, 1980, for insights into Steno’s 
interesting life and his contributions to 
science). Sailors brought him for dissec- 
tion a specimen of a great white shark (a 
species with which Americans are al- 
most more familiar than they are with 
the dog or cat!). At that time the origin 
of ithe objects that we call fossils was a 
mystery. Some held them to be “sports 
of nature,” some the work of the Devil, 
and others tests that God has set for 
humans. Among the more curious were 
the glossopetrae, or tongue-stones, 
named for their resemblance to that 
appendage. 

Steno noted that the teeth of the shark 
were dead ringers for these tongue- 
stones and concluded that they must be

the same. But how, he wondered, could 
one solid object, a shark’s tooth, come 
to be embedded inside another, a rock? 
He concluded that the rock could only 
have solidified later than the tooth. This 
realization caused him to contemplate 
the meaning of the layered stacks in 
which rocks so commonly occur, and he 
realized that they must have been depos- 
ited in those layers, one by one, and that 
the uppermost layers must be youngest. 

This seems a trivial point, but Steno 
went further and made quite a nontrivial 
connection between the solid layers of 
rock on the one hand and the passage of 
time that they represented on the other. 
He wrote (Albritton, 1980), “At the time 
when the lowest stratum formed, none 
of the upper strata existed.” The solid 
rocks themselves recorded the passage 
of time! That was a true conceptual leap, 
and it is not hard to go from it to the 
conclusion that when the lower layers 
were deposited, the animals represented 
in the upper layers as fossils also were 
not yet in existence. The converse leap 
was made by the multi-talented Robert 
Hooke, who realized that the fossils in 
the lower layers might be of species that 
were no longer in existence when the 
upper formed. 


The next major advance was made near 
the end of the 18th century by a Scottish 
physician-farmer and amateur geologist 
named James Hutton. As Albritton has 


observed, Hutton can be an example to 
all budding scholars (and perhaps even 
to others of us) in that he changed ca- 
reers three times and did not write his 
first paper until he was 62! There may be 
a further lesson in the fact that he was 
such a terrible writer that his theory had 
little impact until a colleague wrote up 
an understandable account. Hutton may 
have had a slight advantage in that his 
social circle consisted of Adam Smith, 
who wrote The Wealth of Nations, Jo- 
seph Black, the chemist, John Playfair, 
his popularizer, and James Watt, in- 
ventor of the steam engine. 

In Hutton’s day the prevailing view, 
indeed almost the only one that could 
safely be taken publicly, was that the 
Bible was the literal truth. This point 
was taken so far by Bishop Ussher that 
by working backward he calculated that 
the Earth must have been formed in 
4004 B.c. on Oct. 21 at 9 a.m:! 

Now if all the things that we can ob- 
serve to have happened to the surface of 
the Earth have been brought about since 
4004 b.c., only a geology by cataclysm 
will do. The accommodating theory of 
geology was Neptunism, which held that 
all rocks, even granite and basalt, were 
precipitates on the floor of a universal 
ocean and that all subsequent changes in 
them had been produced by a cata- 
strophic flood. The identification of that 
flood was not difficult. 

Hutton’s field work, and perhaps a 
native Scottish frugality, led him to 
wonder why the geologic processes of 
the distant past should have been so dif- 
ferent from the slow, imperceptible, 
very non-cataclysmic ones he saw oper- 
ating every day. The only reason for re- 
quiring them to have been so much more 
rapid seemed to be the prior belief that 
all must have happened in only a few 
thousand years. But if that underpin- 
ning were to be removed and time re- 
garded as vast, anything might be ac- 
complished, and without the need for an 
appeal to such catastrophes as the Noa- 
chian Flood. 

Hutton and Playfair frequently vis- 
ited a site on the Scottish coast where 
two contrasting rock units could be ob- 
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served—the lower with its units tilted at 
an angle, the upper close to the hori- 
zontal. Both units could be seen to be 
composed of sediment that had been 
deposited on the sea floor, and earlier 
Steno had shown that such deposits are 
laid down in layers that are nearly hor- 
izontal, not tilted. This scene revealed, 
to Hutton’s new way of looking; an im- 
ponderable history of deposition of sed- 
iment, conversion into rock, uplift, ero- 
sion, subsidence and all again. He saw, 
as Albritton has put it, an abyss of time, 
one that did and still does cause many to 
recoil. Hutton wrote, ina phrase learned 
by every geologist since, that in such 
scenes he could find “no vestige of a be- 
ginning, no prospect of an end.” 

The industrial revolution produced a 
demand for geological materials and 
geology became a popular hobby in Brit- 
ain. A surveyor, William Smith, trav- 
eled widely and noticed that individual 
rock layers were distinctive and occurred 
in the same sequence everywhere. Some- 
times their character had changed 
enough to make recognition difficult, 
but, he discovered, each contained a 
particular set of fossils and these always 
stayed the same. Smith concluded that 
rocks are the same age if they contain 
the same fossils. This was 70 years be- 
fore Darwin—the geological column was 
built up long before evolution was con- 
ceived, a point to which I shall return. 


Charles Lyell, the next name in the 
story, developed and extended Hutton’s 
view of the earth, which had been given 
the perhaps unfortunate name of uni- 
formitarianism. He stated that not only 
have the same processes operated in the 
past, they have operated at the same 
rate, an extension of Hutton’s views that 
most subsequent geologists have not 
accepted. 

Lyell’s main contribution, however, 
may have been to write a famous text- 
book of geology that Charles Darwin 
took along on the Beagle. Earlier Dar- 
win had studied geology under an arch- 
Neptunist and said (Albritton, 1980) it 
was, “incredibly dull . . . [and] pro- 
duced [the] . . . determination never 
as long as I live to read a book on geol- 
ogy or in any way to study the science.” 
But later, in the long hours aboard ship, 
Darwin found time to read Lyell and be- 
come a convert. 

Darwin applied to biology the central 
concept of uniformitarianism: great 
changes in nature can be brought about 
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through the operation of small, imper- 
ceptible alterations over long periods. 
He wrote (Burchfield, 1975), “He who 
can read Sir Charles Lyell’s grand work 
. which the future historian will rec- 
ognize as having produced a revolution 
in natural science, and yet does not ad- 
mit how incomprehensively vast have 
been the past periods of time, may at 
once close this volume.” Darwin’s Great 
Tree of Life was rooted in the soil of geo- 
logic time, rich topsoil brought and 
made fecund by Hutton and Lyell. 

The time of the Industrial Revolution 
was also one in which physicists became 
interested in energy and thermodynam- 
ics. One of the most famous was William 
Thomson, later Lord Kelvin, who stud- 
ied the problem of the source of the 
sun’s heat. Using certain assumptions, 
he was able to calculate the sun’s age as 
from 50-100 million years. 

A second and related problem was the 
age of the earth. Kelvin’s approach was 
to use the known increase in tempera- 
ture with depth in the earth, together 
with estimates of the heat conductivity 
of the rocks, to work back to the point at 
which the rocks and the earth would 
have been molten. This calculation re- 
quired several assumptions: that the 
earth was once completely molten but is 
now completely rigid, that conductivity 
is known and is uniform, and that there 
is no other source of heat than that orig- 
inally present (a point that Kelvin did 
acknowledge). Allowing a considerable 
margin of error, he came up with a fig- 
ure of 20-400 million years. 

Kelvin was a formidable person, as 
Burchfield’s excellent book (see bibliog- 
raphy) makes clear. He wrote over 500 
papers, and without benefit of word 
processor. His mathematics was impec- 
cable and too much even for some of his 
fellow physicists. He was a tenacious 
perfectionist: an unpublished essay writ- 
ten as a student in 1840, entitled On the 
Figure of the Earth, was emended in 
1844, in 1866 and in 1907, only two 
months before his death. How many 
people have ever written anything worth 
revising 67 years later! 

Kelvin was a co-discoverer of the Sec- 
ond Law of Thermodynamics and be- 
lieved that the geologists of his day were 
mistaken because they did not take it 
into account. The Second Law (together 
with the cooling of the sun) clearly 
showed that Lyell was wrong: the same 
processes could not have been operating 
at the same intensity throughout the his- 
tory of the earth. The Darwinians were 


also wrong, Kelvin argued, because the 
period of time that his calculations gave 
for the earth’s history was insufficient 
for evolution. 


T. H. Huxley, who had defeated Bishop 
Wilberforce in a famous debate on evo- 
lution, now felt called upon to defend 
Darwinism again, but this time it was 
against the most eminent scientist of the 
day and Huxley did not fare so well. 
Geologists and biologists had little am- 
munition with which to defend against 
the onslaught of mathematics, and there 
simply were not enough facts known to 
allow Huxley seriously to challenge any 
of Kelvin’s assumptions. Huxley did 
make one memorable and prescient 
point: 


Mathematics may be compared to a mill 
of exquisite workmanship, which grinds 
you stuff of any degree of fineness; but 
nevertheless, what you get out depends 
on what you put in... . (Burchfield, 
1975) 


How much more elegant this phraseol- 
ogy than our present “garbage in, gar- 
bage out.” 

Most geologists, who believed the 
éarth to be very old indeed, saw no al- 
ternative but to learn to live with Kel- 
vin’s figures, assuaged somewhat by the 
wide range and more comfortable upper 
limit of 400 m.y. Evolutionists, includ- 
ing Wallace, accommodated; Darwin 
was one of the few to hold out. 

But, as I noted, Kelvin was wont to 
return to revise his previous work, a trait 
one can only admire. He came back to 
the question of the earth’s age over and 
over, and revised downward his esti- 
mate first to 100 m.y. and then to a mere 
20 m.y., abandoning the generous upper 
limit of previous years. 

Now by this time, the 1890s, Kelvin 
was not only a leader of scientists, but, 
because of his work in the laying of the 
transatlantic cable, also a famous man 
in Britain. The lecture in which he pre- 
sented his latest and final estimate of 
Earth’s age was filled with quotes from 
his earlier studies and presented in a 
tone of haughty self-vindication. 

It was too much for the geologists. 
They had just reluctantly accommodated 
to the figure of 100 m.y., but now Kelvin 
was snatching even that away, and grant- 
ing—that was the language they used, 
granting—only 20 m.y. for all of geo- 
logic time. It was too much, 

T. C. Chamberlain, head of geology 
at the new University of Chicago, had 
developed the theory that the solar SYS- 
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tem originated by accretion of small 
pieces, or planetesimals, a possibly cold 
process that might not have caused the 
proto-earth to melt. If the earth and sun 
were not molten at the beginning, Kel- 
vin’s calculations were based on an en- 
tirely wrong assumption and thus were 
invalid. 

Chamberlain is perhaps best remem- 
bered, however, for uttering in 1899 
these prophetic words (Albritton, 1980): 


What the internal composition of the 
atoms may be is yet an open question. It is 
not improbable that they are complex or- 
ganizations and the seats of enormous 
energies. Certainly, no careful chemist 
would affirm either that the atoms are 
really elementary or that there may not be 
locked up in them energies of the first 
order of magnitude. ... Nor would he 
probably feel prepared to affirm or deny 
that the extraordinary conditions which 
reside in the center of the sun may not set 
free a portion of this energy ...A 
geologist begins to grow dizzy contem- 
plating such thermal possibilities.” 


This period, the last decade of the 19th 
century, formed the launching pad for a 
time of unprecedented discovery in sci- 
ence. It began in 1896 when Becquerel 
accidentally left some flakes of a ura- 
nium salt on a photographic plate 
wrapped in dark paper in a drawer. His 
discovery of radioactivity led to the 
work of the Curies and to the finding 
that radium, a new element, gave off 
heat, and a lot of it. Rutherford showed 
that the radium rays were not the same 
as the x-rays Roentgen had just discov- 
ered, and he and Soddy quickly worked 
out the principles of radioactive decay. 
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Joly in 1903 was the first to realize that 
radium must account for some of the 
earth’s heat. Rutherford also understood 
this point, and one year later found him- 
self about to address a meeting of the 
Royal Institution (Burchfield, 1975): 


I came into the room, which was half 
dark, and presently spotted Lord Kelvin 
in the audience and realised that I was in 
for trouble at the last part of my speech 
dealing with the age of the earth, where 
my views conflicted with his. To my relief, 
Kelvin fell fast asleep, but as I came to the 
important point, I saw the old bird sit up, 
open an eye and cock a baleful glance at 
me! Then a sudden inspiration came and | 
said Lord Kelvin had limited the age of 
the earth, provided no new source of 
energy was discovered. That prophetic 
utterance refers to what we are now con- 
sidering tonight, radium! Behold! The 
old boy beamed upon me. 


Kelvin may have beamed, but he 
never recanted. Although he carried 
around a vial of radium given to him by 
Pierre Curie, he had at first thought that 
Roentgen’s discovery of X-rays was a 
hoax and never accepted Rutherford’s 
radioactivity. Others who had endorsed 
Kelvin’s short time scale also continued 
to hold out for the older methods of es- 
timating time. Perhaps Max Planck was 
correct when he said, “A new scientific 
truth does not triumph by convincing its 
opponents and making them see the 
light, but rather because its opponents 
eventually die, and a new generation 
grows up that is familiar with it.” (Burch- 
field, 1975) 

It was of course soon realized that in 
addition to providing a heat source, ra- 
dioactivity offered a way of directly 
measuring rock ages. In 1905, well be-

fore isotopes were discovered and even 
before it was known with certainty that 
lead was a product of uranium decay, 
Boltwood calculated ages from 400 to 
2200 m.y. from U/ Pb ratios. These were 
as crude as could be, but they far ex- 
ceeded Kelvin’s latest allowance and 
gave geologists the courage of their con- 
victions. By 1921 at separate meetings 
both British and American scientists ac- 
cepted a figure of around 1.5 b.y. forthe 
age of Earth. 

By this time Einstein had demon- 
strated the relationship between mass 
and energy and Jeans showed that it 
could explain the sun’s heat. Further, 
Jeans proved that the Laplacian nebular 
hypothesis for the origin of the solar sys- 
tem violated conservation of momen- 
tum. Thus not only had an entirely new 
mechanism emerged to explain the sun’s 
heat, but the keystone of Kelvin’s theo- 
ries also was jerked away and they col- 
lapsed. There was no longer any reason 
at all to accept Kelvin’s conclusion that 
the earth is only a few million years in 
age. 

It is worth reflecting on Kelvin’s role 
fora moment. He had been quite wrong, 
but in science even a wrong idea or the- 
ory can result in progress. Wrong science 
fortunately is not bad science. Kelvin’s 
contribution to geology was to cause 
scientists to realize that the earth’s age 
must be finite, and that if enough were 
known it could be calculated. 

Soddy’s discovery of isotopes and the 
subsequent invention of the mass spec- 
trometer allowed scientists for the first 
time to understand the relationship be- 
tween the isotopes of uranium and tho- 
rium, the parents, and those of lead, the 
daughter, and this knowledge was quick- 
ly exploited. 

To summarize the principle and result 
briefly, two isotopes of uranium each 
decay to a different isotope of lead, and 
at a different rate. Therefore over time 
the amounts of the two daughter iso- 
topes will build up at different rates, and 
a system that started with a certain 
amount of primordial lead at some time 
in the past will evolve a unique propor- 


tion of the two lead isotopes at any time 
thereafter. That proportion will mea- 
sure the age of the system. 

If one could determine the lead iso- 
tope proportion for the whole earth, and 
if one knew its starting value, one could 
figure out how long the earth had been 
around. Or if one could find a represen- 
tative sample of the earth—a sample 
that has remained a closed system—one 
could do the same. Geologists now be- 
lieve, however, that samples do not exist 
that have been closed since the earth 
formed. 

What is needed is a material that is as 
old as the earth but has been protected 
from loss of daughter atoms. The mete- 
orites, which have been ina vacuum and 
at very low temperatures since they 
formed, provide such material. In 1955 
Claire Patterson measured the lead iso- 
tope ratios in iron meteorites and showed 
that they fell on a perfect straight-line 
isochron of 4.5 billion years age. 

We believe that the meteorites and the 
earth formed in the same event, but the 
oldest rocks yet measured give “only” 
3.8 b.y. The apparent explanation is that 
during its early history the earth was so 
hot that the daughter atoms were ex- 
pelled, thereby resetting the atomic 
clocks. 

By now thousands of rock, mineral 
and meteorite ages have been deter- 
mined by these techniques in scores of 
laboratories around the world. Many 
meteorites, though not all, have been 
found to confirm the 4.5 b.y. age, as 
have several lunar specimens. The re- 
sults for terrestrial rocks range from 
zero to 3.8 b.y., and every continent has 
rocks older than 3 b.y. Ages predicted or 
estimated from geologic and fossil in- 
formation are nearly always confirmed 
—when they are not there is almost 
without exception a scientific explana- 
tion of the discrepancy. Many rocks 
have been dated by several of the meth- 
ods—some by as many as six—and the 
dates found to conform. In short, that 
the earth is billions of years old is as es- 
tablished as is the fact that it is round. 


II. 
There is, however, a group of people 
who persist in the belief, already obso- 
lete by the end of the 18th century, that 
the earth is no older than about 10,000 
years, a figure almost reached by re- 
corded history. They used to call them- 
selves creationists, but now they have 
adopted the more impressive name cre- 
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ation-science for their movement. As I 
shall show, creation-science is a contra- 
diction in terms. 

Why worry about creationism? After 
all, | would not discourse on the evils of 
the Flat Earth Society. One reason is 
that the evolution-creation controversy 
is much more important than many 
people realize, and it is so because the 
creationists are not content simply to let 
you and me, and our children, believe as 
we will. Instead they have a highly or- 
ganized program, directed by a small 
group of believers in the literal truth of 
the Bible and located at the Institute for 
Creation Research in San Diego. They 
have produced a huge volume of litera- 
ture on the creationist theme with the in- 
tent of subverting, if not ultimately elim- 
inating, the teaching of evolutionary bi- 
ology in our schools. They are clever, 
and today they have willing allies among 
the fundamentalists of the “Moral Ma- 
jority,” who pack the debates between 
scientists and creationists, Bibles in 
hand. 

A second purpose in taking up this 
matter here is that creationism is not 
only an attack on biology and geology, 
it is also an attack on all science, and in- 
deed on reason itself. As Stephen Jay 
Gould has said, “Creationist pseudo- 
science is perhaps the greatest threat to 
reason now prevalent in America.” 

But wait, you may be saying, if the 
battle between evolution and creation- 
ism did not die with Huxley and Wilber- 
force, surely it did with the famous 
monkey trial of Tennessee teacher John 
Scopes. No, Scopes was convicted, as 
well he should have been since he was 
guilty of breaking the state law. An ap- 
pealand constitutional resolution by the 
Supreme Court could not obtain be- 
cause Scopes’s conviction was reversed 
on the technicality that he had been 
fined $100, whereas the upper limit was 
$50 (Eldredge, 1982). Anti-evolution 
laws remained in effect in Arkansas, 
Mississippi and Tennessee until the 
1960s. And on the day recently when 
Judge Overton of Arkansas threw out 
that state’s equal treatment law, the 
Mississippi senate voted 48-4 to adopt a 
similar one! (Kitcher, 1982) 

“Evolution is just a theory,” say the 
creationists. Even Ronald Reagan got 
into the act when he said in the 1980 
campaign that “[evolution]is a theory, a 
scientific theory only, and in recent 
years has been challenged in the world 
of science.” 

The phrase “evolution is just a the- 
ory” is a code expression like “peace 
with honor” and “law and order.” It 


shows ignorance of what constitutes a 
scientific theory and is the first step in 
the creationist argument. Do not take 
that step with them (and beware of slo- 
gans, especially those spoken by poli- 
ticians.) 

This is how the argument goes: 


since evolution is supposed to have hap- 
pened in the past, it cannot be observed in 
operation, and therefore it cannot be 
proven. Yet scientists believe it. As Vol- 
taire has said,“ . . . believing when it is 
beyond the power of reason to believe 
_ is faith. And the existence of faith, 
where proof is impossible, constitutes re- 
ligion. Therefore evolution is not a theory 
—it is a religious belief. Creationism also 
depends on faith and is a religious belief: 
therefore the two are of equal status. 
Each is unprovable, yet in our schools we 
only allow one, evolution, to be taught. 


In order to avoid being taken in by 
this argument, we need to understand 
what a scientific theory is, and why evo- 
lution qualifies. First, a theory does not 
have to be proven. In fact, almost none 
are in a strict sense, and you should be- 
ware of any claims to the contrary. As 
Philip Kitcher says, “The history of 
science is strewn with the corpses” of su- 
perseded theories. Even Newton was 
supplanted by Einstein, as will be Ein- 
stein by someone else one day. 

Second, the process a theory describes 
does not have to be observed in actual 
operation. Who has ever seen a mole- 
cule of oxygen, or a proton, much less a 
pi meson? Who has seen one of the 
plates of the earth moving, or the earth’s 
mantle? Most of geology, much of biol- 
ogy and a good deal of the other sciences 
consist of interpreting events that can- 
not be directly observed. 

A third criterion is that a theory must 
make predictions that can be checked 
against observations. Evolution makes 
many predictions about what we should 
expect to find in nature. Indeed, biolo- 
gists have been following up such pre- 
dictions for a century and a quarter. 

An obvious one is that if evolution 
has occurred, life has had a single, con- 
nected history. The oldest rocks should 
contain no remains of life, or simple 
forms, and younger rocks should con- 
tain more and more complicated ones. 
This is precisely what has been found: 
the oldest rocks are either barren, or 
show primitive bacteria; the youngest 
contain the remains of our own species. 

Another prediction of evolution, as 
Niles Eldredge has pointed out, is that 
each species will tend to have some fea- 
tures unique to itself, and also to share 
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some similarities in structure or behav- 
ior with some other species. Further- 
more, each group of similar species will 
share further features with other groups 
of species, and this common group must 
share features with still other groups. 
This pattern of sharing similarities with 
an ever-widening array of biological 
forms must continue until all of life is 
linked up by sharing at least one similar- 
ity in common. One can take any spe- 
cies, including ours, trace out these sim- 
ilarities, and one will find the prediction 
obeyed, eventually leading back to the 
common occurrence of RNA in all or- 
ganisms. This does not prove that evolu- 
tion occurred; it.does make it a more 
useful theory. 

A fourth criterion, and, as Karl Popper 
has shown, one more significant than 
prediction, is that a scientific theory 
must be falsifiable. That is, if the theory 
were to be false, it must be possible to 
show it. A theory that had no observa- 
tional consequences would not be falsi- 
fiable; neither would it be very useful. 
An honest scientist has to be willing to 


give up even the most precious theory, 
including evolution; the creationists can 
never give up theirs, 


By these words I in no way intend to 
demean those who believe that God 
created all that we see in our universe. 
Many scientists, including Einstein, 
have held such a belief, and none that I 
know of have a satisfactory scientific 
explanation for the origin of the uni- 
verse and matter. Many believe that 
God created the universe, and then let 
natural evolution take its course. But to 
hold that God created the heavens and 
the earth clearly is a religious, not a 
scientific, belief. Both religion and sci- 
ence suffer when we confuse the two. 
But evolution is more than just a 
theory—it is a great theory. How can 
such greatness be recognized? Kitcher 
has defined three criteria: First, the the- 
ory should be unified: it must be possi- 
ble, using the set of techniques that the 
theory defines, to attack and explain a 
host of problems. Second, the auxiliary 
hypotheses that the theory produces 
must be independently testable and not 


depend on the original assumptions. 
Third, the theory must be fertile and 
give rise to new directions of research. 

Evolution has parented whole fields 
of biology and given scientists the tools 
to solve the problems that arise in them. 
As Steven Jay Gould has said, “Darwin, 
for the first time, gave scientists some- 
thing practical to do.” Evolution has 
spawned a multitude of independently 
testable auxiliary hypothese, and al- 
though it has been vulnerable to falsifi- 
cation for over a century, it has yet to be 
falsified. 

How does creationism fare using 
these same criteria? Creationists hold 
that God created everything using laws 
that no longer are in existence; therefore 
special creation can never be disproven, 
and thus it cannot be called a scientific 
theory. Creationism is not unified in 
Kitcher’s sense in that it does not pro- 
vide a set of methods with which to at- 
tack problems. Indeed, one can scour 
the creationist literature nearly in vain 
for any positive features of the theory— 
almost the entire argument consists of

Creationism therefore has few auxiliary 
hypotheses; those that are stated, such 
as the existence of a world-wide flood to 
explain the geologic column and fossil 
record, and idea rejected over two cen- 
turies ago, either can be shown to be 
false or themselves fall back on special 
creation and our inability to discern 
God’s methods. 

Creationism is infertile. And, not only 
does it lead exactly nowhere, but it also 
conflicts with over a century of thought 
in biology and geology and with impor- 
tant areas of physics and chemistry. 

In the battle Iam describing, creation- 
ists use techniques that those of us in ac- 
ademe fortunately do not encounter 
with any frequency. Let me describe just 
a few. 

The most notable “red herring” is the 
claim that evolution violates Kelvin’s 
second law of thermodynamics, which 
tells us that systems become more disor- 
dered with time, whereas evolution ob- 
viously makes just the opposite claim. 
Creationists neglect, or do not under- 
stand, the fact that the laws of thermo- 
dynamics apply only to closed systems, 
ones which, unlike biological systems, 
do not exchange energy with their sur- 
roundings. When confronted with this 
fact, they simply restate the second law 
by saying that it applies to all systems, or 
they invoke a divinely created “directing 
system.” This is an example of the neces- 
sity of appealing to the original hy- 
pothesis to save an auxiliary one. 

Henry Morris’ Scientific Creationism 
begins this way, “. . . the law of grav- 
ity, the laws of thermodynamics, the 
laws of motion, and all other truly basic 
laws have apparently always functioned 
in just the way that they do now, con- 
trary to a prediction of the basic evolu- 
tion model.” The evolution model of 
course predicts no such thing; as far as 
any scientist knows, these laws are in- 
variant. But this is the classic example of 
the creationist “straw man” technique: 
(1) claim (falsely) that evolution makes a 
certain prediction, (2) show that the 
prediction is not observed to be true, 
and (3) say that evolution has been 
falsified. 

Morris goes on to make this accusa- 
tion of circularity of argument: “(1) The 
fossils are the means by which rocks are 
assigned a geologicage . . . (2) the as- 
sumption of evolution is the basis upon 
which fossils are used to date the 
rocks . . . (3) the fossils, on the other 


hand, provide the main evidence for 
evolution.” Thus, “There is no truly ob- 
jective time sequence to the fossil rec- 
ord, since the time connections are 
based on the evolutionary assumption, 
which is the very point in question.” 

This technique, dare I call it the “Big 
Lie’?, will not work. The geologic col- 
umn, as I described earlier, was estab- 
lished some 70 years before Darwin, and 
most of the geologists of the day de- 
voutly believed in special creation. Their 
only assumption was that the fossils in 
the lower layers lived earlier than those 
in the upper; they would have been as- 
tounded had one of their contemporar- 
ies claimed that the upper fossils had 
evolved from the lower. 

But the quotation out of context is the 
art that the creationists have truly per- 
fected. They scour the literature of 
science for any remark by a biologist or 
geologist that might imply some doubt 
or uncertainty about evolution or the 
geologic column. Of course, most biolo- 
gists do have uncertainties about how 
evolution occurred, though almost none 
doubt that it did. And, geologists know 
and freely admit that dating methods 
based on radioactivity do not always 
work. 

My own interest in this subject was 
kindled recently when I discovered that 
Thad been misrepresented. In a book of 
which I was co-author we attempted to 
show by an example when one of the 
methods, based on decay of rubidium to 
strontium, failed to work. Our point was 
that the method was self-correcting in 
that its results, when plotted ona graph, 
revealed when the closed-system require- 
ment had not obtained. Imagine my 
surprise to find that the creationist au- 
thor Woodmorappe had included this 
graph, without any accompanying ex- 
planation, along with several hundred 
supposedly “anomalous” ages that he 
culled from the literature, in order to 
back up his claim that, “Discrepant 
dates, attributed to open systems, may 
instead be evidence against the validity 
of radiometric dating.” Examination of 
his other examples revealed a consistent 
pattern of such misrepresentation (see 
Dalrymple for more information). 

The final appeal of the creationists is 
for equal time—to the tried and true 
American principle of fair play. (Ed- 
words, 1983, has a particularly good 
discussion of this point.) They do it very 
cleverly, even enlisting academic free- 
dom in their cause, a perversion of that 
vital concept. Both creationism and evo- 


lution are theories, they say, both 
should be presented and students al- 
lowed to choose after hearing both 
sides. 

But theories of science, as I have tried 
to show, must earn their place. By any 
objective measure creationism is reli- 
gion, not science. To place it ina science 
course, and on the same level as one of 
the greatest of scientific theories, is to 
waste the time of students, to deny them 
other knowledge that could have been 
provided in that time, to mislead and 
confuse them about what science really 
is, to subvert education and reason it- 
self, and to move our schools directly 
away from the improvement in science 
education that our country needs. Let 
creationism be taught, if it must be, in 
courses that deal with world religions; 
do not pretend that it is science. 

I] call on members of The Society of 
Sigma Xi to enlist in the battle. The 
scientific questions were settled over a 
century ago; the real struggle today is 
for public opinion. It will be fought not 
so much in the courts as in the class- 
room, the principal’s office, the PTA 
meeting and the editorial pages. 

Today’s students are emerging from 
college into a world that unfortunately 
is full of people without the background 
to understand what is wrong with giving 
equal time to doctrines rejected by 
science more than a century ago. I hope 
that more and more students will realize 
that science and religion do not have to 
clash, and that engendering a conflict 
between them can only cause both to 
suffer. Reason surely is the best defense 
not only of science, but also of religion 
itself. It was Jesus who said, “The truth 
shall make you free.” (St. John 8, 32) 
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tened to a debate between a de- 

fender of “creationism” and a de- 
fender of “evolution.” It was something 
less than an edifying intellectual specta- 
cle. The creationist, a biological scient- 
ist, did not give scientific evidence for 
creationism, but spent much of his time 
quoting “authorities” who either denied 
or questioned the theory of evolution. 
The evolutionist, trained in philosophy, 
successfully undermined several pieces 
of evidence customarily used by crea- 
tionists, but much of this material had 
not been presented in the debate, which 
had been structured to place the weight 
of the affirmative position on the crea- 
tionist to show that creationism better 
explained the origin of the species than 
did evolution. 

The evolutionist, therefore, had the 
advantage of a negative attack on cre- 
ationism. Unfortunately for the cre- 
ationist, so far as debate technique was 
concerned, he also adopted a negative 
position by attacking evolutionary the- 
ory, and therefore spectacularly failed 
to establish his own case. And, of course, 
at the same time the evolutionist did not 
make a positive case for evolution. It 
was a classic case of the fallacy of sup- 
posing that by criticism of the oppo- 
nent’s position one has established one’s 
own. Those in attendance who expected 
a clear victory by one or the other side 
probably returned home either con- 
vinced in what they believed before they 
came or dissatisfied with so soggy an 
outcome. 

I found myself wondering why, in 
these days, anyone should be heatedly 
debating a subject that the larger scien- 
tific and theological communities had 
already settled in favor of some form of 
evolution. The answer, of course, lay 
not in the realm of science, but in that of 
theological and religious convictions. 

Some fundamentalist Christians, feel- 
ing “homeless” and deeply uneasy in a 
strange world that has pulled itself free 
from the religious and scientific moor-

Odor of elemental 
dishonesty hangs over the 
transaction of letting 
religious belief masquerade 
aS a science’ 


ings they believe to be explicitly and au- 
thoritatively stated in the Bible, have 
become intent on reestablishing “bibli- 
cal truth” on the basis of an authority 
other than that of the Bible, that of 
“science.” Consequently, to make for 
themselves a world in which to feel more 
comfortable, they eagerly seize upon the 
purported scientific evidence that ema- 
nates from the California-based Insti- 
tute for Scientific Creationism. Braced 
with these findings and filled with righ- 
teous zeal, they seek to defend God 
against secular humanism with its at- 
tendant theory of evolution. Evolution, 
they are convinced by their preachers, is 
the source of many of the malign influ- 
ences that have made the world intoler- 
able to them. 

Inthe name of biblical truth, now but- 
tressed by “science,” crusades have been 
mounted against the pernicious doctrine 
of evolution wherever it occurs in text 
books and classroom teaching. The spe- 
cious argument used to execute this 
course of action insists that creationism 
as a scientific theory—by which they 
mean a scientific fact—should be given 
equal time with evolution in public and 
college education. More honestly put by 
frank proponents of creationism, the 
purpose is to drive evolution from the 
field and replace it with creationism as 
God’s truth. Thereby the unique dignity 
of human beings will be saved from the 


clutches of evolutionists, whose teach- 
ings, it is believed, regard humans as 
mere biological accidents. 


Unfortunately for fundamentalism, to 
base its religious convictions upon a 
purported scientific theory is to make 
those convictions as vulnerable to 
change as is any scientific theory. All 
scientific theories are subject to change 
or even elimination, a fate that creation- 
ism, so far as it is deemed to be scientific, 
shares with every other theory. Instead 
of providing an unchanging, invincible 
bulwark for fundamentalist belief, that 
belief, having become hostage to a scien- 
tific theory, becomes no more permanent- 
ly valid than is the theory itself. With 
scientific change or repudiation of the 
theory, the ground is cut from under any 
religious conviction based on it. The 
disappointment then felt may be as shat- 
tering as that experienced by those who 
pinned their hopes for moral and spiri- 
tual progress upon evolution broadly 
conceived. As Henry Adams pointed 
out, the strongest argument against 
moral evolution was President Grant’s 
administration! 

An even more crucial problem arises 
when religious belief uses a scientific 
theory to shore up its case. So long as 
creationism is treated as fulfilling the 
requirements of a natural science, it is 
unable to deliver what above all the fun- 
damentalists want, namely, the biblical 
God as divine Creator. Yet if creation- 
ism is to do service for religious belief, it 
ought to conclude in a Creator God. 
This it cannot do so long as it 1s taken to 
be seriously scientific. If creationism 
wishes to be esteemed a member of the 
scientific community, it cannot squander 
what little scientific credit it has by shift- 
ing that credit to the religious side of the 
ledger. It cannot subtly or overtly en- 
danger its scientific standing by using its 
resources to establish the existence of a 
superhuman or supernatural deity. A 
leap of credulity if not faith is needed. 
So creationism remains a truncated idea, 
incapable of giving aid just where it is 
most needed by the Fundamentalist be- 


liever. Without the biblical God, it leaves 
the natural order in exactly the same fix 
as does any evolutionary theory when it 
denies a primordial creative agency. Na- 
ture in both instances is left a chancy, 
blind and purposeless affair, self-creat- 
ing, self-created. 


To make good this gaping deficiency in 
the creationist theory, God is then arbi- 
trarily introduced into the scene by the 
citation of biblical texts. The transition 
is anything but logically convincing, but 
if science cannot produce God on its 
own grounds, religious belief does so. 
Or put in more traditional terms, revela- 
tion rescues “science” (creationism) 
from the cul de sac into which it has been 
driven. We seem to have here the “God 
of the gaps” ploy in which God is in- 
voked to fill the space now occupied by 
ignorance. Religion then is able to flour- 
ish only when it is identified with human 
ignorance, disguised as “God.” So long 
as this state of affairs persists, a radical 
danger looms. When human knowledge 
expands to fill the gaps relegated to the 
divine domain, the range of God’s occu- 
pation or relevance is diminished ac- 
cordingly, until at last the deity vanishes 
entirely from the scene. 

Nothing daunted by this dismal pros- 
pect, fundamentalist thought rallies 
around another idea. It affirms, as do 
many other religious and cosmological 
theorists, that because all things within 
the universe need an original and ade- 
quate cause for their existence, so also 
does the universe as a whole. But this 
step may well be a logical fallacy. To 
transfer the idea of adequate or suffi- 
cient cause from its normal usage within 
the universe, where it has developed and 
makes sense, to that of the entire cos- 
mos, is not a strict logical entailment of 
reason. Nevertheless the fundamentalist 
sees the creator God of the Bible as the 
cause of the entirety. The first verse of 
the first chapter of Genesis comes into 
play to make the argument complete. (It 
is possible, of course, to argue that a 
very different God than that pictured in 
Genesis created the world—shades of 
Marcion or even Whitehead!) But a 
careful reading of the biblical verse does 
not necessarily take one back to an abso- 
lute beginning. In that verse, when God 
begins to create there is already “some- 
thing” there upon which to carry out his 
ordering, creative power. Also, out of 
nothing, nothing comes. 

These reflections scarcely give pause 
to fundamentalism, for no matter how 
far back imagination stretches, it is still 
claimed that Genesis teaches that God 
created all. The Bible may not describe 
26 


in a manner satisfactory to science ex- 
actly how this was done, for science can 
hardly take seriously as a scientific ex- 
planation that God “spoke” or “fash- 
ioned” out of dust. (Genesis 2) But what 
has happened in the fundamentalist 
perspective is that the mythological pro- 
found meaningfulness of biblical lan- 
guage has been taken to be literal state- 
ments, then used as scientific data. The 
mischief created by this failure to recog- 
nize the biblical creation stories for what 
they are has confounded both narrow- 
minded scientists and equally naive be- 
lievers. In the form now being published 
abroad by fundamentalism, biblical be- 
lief has been cloaked in the mantle of 
pseudo-scientific language, which false- 
ly appears to provide a more stable, un- 
shakable basis than faith can achieve. 
So it is still religious belief masquerad- 
ing as “science” that seeks entry into the 
classroom and textbook. And this is not 
due to ignorance or naiveté alone; the 
odor of elemental dishonesty hangs over 
the whole transaction. 

The controversy between creationism 
and evolution is actually a “red herring” 
for the religious life. Devout Jews and 
Christians have come to terms with evo- 
lution in some form, often after pro- 
found struggle, and still retained their 
trust in God. Both religions have learned 
to live with many diverse world views. 
Various cosmologies and metaphysical 
scenarios, without loss of confidence in 
God’s continuing creativity, have been 
appropriated and even influenced by re- 
ligious views. And Christians should be 
reminded that Jesus never made the ac- 
ceptance of an indubitably “correct” 
theory of cosmic or human origins a 
condition for entry into the Kingdom of 
God. Why do so now? Why the debate? 
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can be a kind of world conscience. You 
know how each of us has a voice inside 
that serves as our moral conscience? 
Well television is the voice outside us. 
The images we received of the Biafran 
starvation and the My Lai massacre 
changed history. 

But also, I want to find a way of show- 
ing on television the creativity and dig- 
nity of different peoples. At first, you 
don’t experience another culture as hav- 
ing dignity; you tend to see a bunch of 
“Martians.” You may experience them 
as different and wrong-headed, as inef- 
ficient and making a lot of foolish er- 
rors, because often they are inept in 
areas where we excel. If they were good 
at just what we are good at, they would 
be bad at just what we are bad at. So 
usually when we come into a culture we 
notice the ineptness. But eventually we 
may come to understand that through 
their “weaknesses,” they are in part pro- 
tecting and preserving their strengths. 
They are protecting a certain class of in- 
sights or a certain truth-seeking strategy 
that characterizes, even generates, their 
particular perception. They are protect- 
ing that and preserving it at all costs be- 
cause that is their uniqueness, their es- 
sential gift. 

Television can bea very powerful tool 
in communicating this. It is interesting 
to note that the discovery of the transis- 
tor, which led to both television and 
computers, and the first man-made nu- 
clear reaction occurred within a few 
years of each other. Used properly, the 
telecommunications revolution could 
serve as a technological counter-weight 
to the threats posed by nuclear weapons 
technology. 

Do you see television as being able in 
the future to substitute completely for 
direct human contact? 

No, I think first-hand exchange and 

experience will always be essential. The 
value of groups like those doing this Mo 
Tzu work is due less to whatever particu- 
lar insights they might bring to a situa- 
tion, than to the consciousness that the 
mere fact of their presence as witnesses 
creates in parties to a conflict: namely, 
that there is a “view from afar,” visible 
to neither party. 

Another function these groups serve 
is that of a mirror. And we need first to 
mirror the value, the truths of a given 
people, so that security and a sense of 
compassion will allow them some dis- 
identification with the beliefs which are 
Supporting their involvement in the 
conflict.

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Amy Gittler ’72 
argues and wins 


a landmark 
decision 


600,000 lawyers ever argue a case 

before the U.S. Supreme Court. 
Only a few of those appeals are consid- 
ered landmarks that affect millions of 
Americans. 

On July 6, Amy Gittler ’72, at age 32, 
joined the select group who have argued 
—and won—such a case. 

That day, the Court ruled 5 to 4 that 
employer pension plans that paid differ- 
ent monthly amounts to men and 
women violated federal civil-rights laws. 

The ruling culminated a five-year le- 
gal battle by Arizona state employe Na- 
thalie Norris against a so-called “life- 
annuity” plan that would have paid her 
$34 less each month than a man in sim- 
ilar circumstances would receive. 

This is the story of howa young Ober- 
lin graduate won a historic civil-rights 
case. 

In 1975, when Amy Gittler was finish- 
ing law school at Northwestern Univer- 
sity, Nathalie Norris decided to partici- 
pate in a state-offered annuity plan that 
would pay her $320 a month for life after 
retirement. 

Norris learned later that men would 
get $354 monthly. The differential was 
based on the age-old insurance industry 
practice of using average life expectancy 
of the sexes as a factor in determining 
rates. 

Because men on average live nearly 
eight fewer years than women, the in- 
dustry reasoned, they should get higher 
pension payments during their expected 
shorter life spans. 

This theory offended Norris, who fig- 
ured that she might not live the average 
number of years. “I want to be treated as 
an individual, not a statistic,” she said. 

Norris filed protests to state officials, 
to no avail. In 1978, she went to court 
with a class-action suit on behalf of all 
female state employes. She was repre- 
sented by the Arizona Center for Law in 
the Public Interest, a small firm that 
takes up legal causes of wide public 
concern.

U.S. Supreme Court 
rules 5-4 that pension 
plans must pay women 
same monthly annuity 
amounts paid to men 


Both a federal district judge and the 
San Francisco-based Ninth Circuit 
Court of Appeals agreed with Norris 
that the annuity plan violated Title 7 of 
the 1964 Civil Rights Act. 

Still, the case attracted little attention 
until last year. The main reason was that 
the lower court rulings applied only to 
Arizona employes. Also, the case seemed 
to some just an extension of a 1978 Su- 
preme Court ruling that had struck 
down a pension plan that required 
women to make higher contributions 
than men to earn the same benefit. 

Everything changed when the Su- 
preme Court decided last year to “grant 
certiorari”—to make the Norris case 
one of the 150 appeals the Justices select 
from among more than 4,000 requests 
each year for full hearings and decisions. 

The Court’s move came at a time 
when women’s groups were starting to 
mounta drive on Capitol Hill to end sex 
discrimination in all insurance and pen- 
sion plans. 

Feminists and their supporters hoped 
that the Court would give them a boost 
by voiding the Arizona annuity plan. 
The insurance industry, meanwhile, fo- 
cused on the Norris case as an opportu- 
nity to persuade the Justices to approve 
what the industry considers legitimate 
sex bias. 

Gittler says her entry into the Norris 
case was “fortuitous.” After leaving 
Northwestern, she joined a law firm in 
Phoenix—even though she had never 


been to the city—because it promised 
“excellent training” in labor and com- 
mercial litigation. 

Her first trial brought her before state 
judge Sandra Day O’Connor, who years 
later was to provide a crucial vote in the 
Norris case. “I had no idea then that we 
would ever face each other at the Su- 
preme Court,” Gittler says. 

In 1977, Gittler joined the Arizona 
Center for Law in the Public Interest. 
Four years later, she found herself as- 
sisting the director in preparing a utility 
appeal that the Supreme Court had 
agreed to hear. 

“I worked on the brief and sat at the 
counsel table in the courtroom, but I 
didn’t utter a word of argument” Gittler 
says. She doubted that she’d be involved 
in another Supreme Court case. 

Last year, the law center’s executive 
director was appointed to a judgeship 
and Gittler became executive director 
and inherited the Norris case. Her first 
task: Write a brief urging the Supreme 
Court not to hear the case, which Norris 
had won in lower courts. 

When the High Court decided to hear 
it anyway, “I was excited but concerned,” 
Gittler says. The main reason for worry 
was that, more often than not, the Court 
“grants cert” to overturn lower court 
decisions. 

The first order of business for Gittler 
was to write her brief—or written 
arguments—to the Court on the merits 
of the case. That couldn’t be started un- 
til the Monday after Thanksgiving, 
when she received the brief filed by the 
state of Arizona. 

Gittler submitted her brief in Janu- 
ary, and then started preparing for oral 
arguments that eventually were sched- 
uled for March 28. 


Arguing before the Court can be an un- 
nerving experience for lawyers. That’s 
because the Justices have studied the 
briefs and often are ready to cross- 
examine the attorneys in rapid-fire 
fashion. 

Although the result in a case usually 
can’t be traced to oral arguments, attor- 
neys believe that missteps such as pro- 
viding incorrect or incomplete informa-

tion to a Justice—or being unable to 
answer a question at all—could lose an 
important vote on a Court that often is 
closely divided. 

Like other lawyers getting ready for 
the Justices, Gittler rehearsed her argu- 
ments before mock panels of associates 
who grilled her as they guessed the 
Court would later. 

As the date of arguments neared and 
the debate over “unisex” insurance in- 
tensified in Congressional committees, 
media and interest groups focused more 
attention on the Norris case. 

Many publications wrote stories 
about the issue, and each side in the 
Norris case was joined by seven organi- 
zations that filed friend-of-the-court 
briefs. 

Among those supporting Norris were 
the Women’s Equity Action League, 
National Organization for Women, 
American Civil Liberties Union and 
AFL-CIO. Backing Arizona were the 
American Council of Life Insurance, 
American Academy of Actuaries and 
several teacher-retirement plans, among 
others. 

Ironically, the life-insurance council’s 
brief was filed by the Oberlin alumnus 
who probably has argued more cases at 
the Supreme Court than any other grad- 
uate: Erwin Griswold ’25, former U.S. 
solicitor general. 

On argument day—March 28—the 
main subject of speculation was whether 
Justice O’Connor would participate in 
the case. O’Connor had been an Arizona 
state senator when the law was passed 
that set up the annuity plan at issue, so it 
was possible that she would disqualify 
herself from the Norris case. 

But O’Connor was on the bench when 
arguments began shortly before noon. 
Each side normally is allowed 30 min- 
utes, with the party filing the appeal—in 
this case, the state of Arizona—arguing 
first and having the chance for rebuttal. 

In the Norris case, the state hired 
John Endicott of the prominent Los 
Angeles law firm of Gibson, Dunn & 
Crutcher to present its arguments. 

Endicott stressed the insurance indus- 
try’s view that it is not illegal to “treat 
women according to the risk they pre- 
sent”—in this instance, paying them 
smaller amounts over an expected 
longer time period. 

Justices asked Endicott why women 
should be discriminated against when 
insurers had stopped bias against blacks 
in insurance rates. 

His answer, in essence, was that decid- 
ing which groups can properly be dis- 
Criminated against was a “‘social-

political problem best left to state 
authorities. 

Endicott also raised an issue looming 
over the unisex insurance debate when 
he argued that suddenly changing the 
ground rules for setting pension rates 
‘may bankrupt”? many employer- 
sponsored retirement plans. “The finan- 
cial implications are staggering,” Endi- 
cott said. 

The insurance industry argued that if 
the Court were to order equal payments 
to the sexes for all existing plans as well 
as future ones, it would cost billions of 
dollars a year to increase women’s 
checks to men’s levels. The alternative 
would be just as disruptive: To reduce 
payments already promised to men. 

At 1:19 p.m., when Endicott had fin- 
ished his arguments after a lunch break, 
Gittler finally got her chance to speak to 
the Court. Within two minutes—before 
she had much of an opportunity to de- 
velop a point—she was interrupted by 
Justice Harry Blackmun with a ques- 
tion. 

Next it was O’Connor, Chief Justice 
Warren Burger, and Justices Byron 
White and William Rehnquist—all ask- 
ing about various details of the Arizona 
annuity plan. 

Justice John Paul Stevens chimed in 
before Gittler had a chance to discuss at 
length her central point: That under the 
Court’s 1978 pension decision, the Ari- 
zona plan should be voided as a violation 
of the Civil Rights Act. 

O’Connor commented that an “irony” 
of sucha decision would be that it would 


require a “disparate impact on men” to 
enforce it—a statement that led some to 
speculate that O’Connor wouldn’t sup- 
port Norris. 

The intense questioning—not unusu- 
al in a major case—continued through- 
out Gittler’s half hour. She was able to 
make the point that under the Arizona 
plan if Norris and a fellow male employe 
each lived 20 years after retirement, 
Norris would receive $8,000 less from 
the annuity. 

Gittler also contended that even 
though it was a private insurance com- 
pany that offered the plan, the state 
should be held responsible for the dis- 
crimination under the civil-rights law 
because it was the employer that had 
contracted for the plan. 

At 1:46, Gittler concluded her case. 
After three minutes of rebuttal by Endi- 
cott, the argument ended and the Jus- 
tices quickly moved to their next case. 

As often happens in important cases, 
after the arguments reporters sought in- 
terviews with the participants on the 
Court’s sprawling front steps. 

Gittler let Norris, her client, do most 
of the talking. All three major television 
networks carried news of the arguments 
on their evening broadcasts, and a 
photo of Gittler and Norris appeared on 
page 2 of the next morning’s Washing- 
ton Post. 


Because cameras are banned from the 
courtroom, the networks had to rely on 
artists’ sketches of the scene, as well as 
tape of Gittler, Norris and Endicott 
commenting after the session. 

After March 28, a long wait began. 
The Supreme Court hears arguments 
each year starting on the first Monday in 
October and concluding in late April. 
Because the Justices try to finish each 
“term” by July 4, most of the major deci- 
sions usually are issued in June. 

The arguments had proceeded with- 
out any major hitches, but Gittler got a 
poor review from Los Angeles Times 
Supreme Court correspondent Jim 
Mann, who writes a column for the 
monthly American Lawyer magazine on 
lawyer performances before the High 
Court. 

First appearing to praise Gittler, 
Mann noted that “no matter what the 
question the Justices put to her, she was 
ready with an answer. Her voice was 
clear, her responses quick. There wasn’t 
a single fumble, not even a slight hesi- 
tation.” 

But Mann faulted Gittler for being 
“overprepared.” He said that “by leav- 
Ing nothing to chance, by not trusting 
her ability to think on her feet, Gittler 
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lost all sense of spontaneity. Her answers 
seemed canned and rehearsed, her pre- 
sentation stiff and humorless.” 

Mann also commented that insurance 
lawyer Endicott had “tried to get away 
with a bit too much” when he slighted 
the tax advantages of Norris’ annuity 
plan, and may have offended Justice 
Thurgood Marshall—the Court’s only 
black member—by minimizing the 
former insurance industry practice of 
basing rates in part on customers’ race. 

But June came and went with no sign 
of the Norris case. The Justices had been 
expected to end their term on Friday, 
July 1, but they announced that day that 
they would continue to issue decisions 
the next week. 

On Tuesday, July 5, Chief Justice 
Burger said the Court would hand down 
the next day all the remaining cases that 
were ready for decision in the 1982-3 
term. 

Because seven cases were left—more 
than the Court normally handles in one 
day—the statement left open the possi- 
bility that the Justices would decide to 
hear some appeals over again next year. 

On Wednesday, officials said that 
only five cases were to be decided that 
day. Would the Norris case be argued 
again? 

The first four decisions were an- 
nounced. No word about Norris or one 
of the other closely-watched issues on 
the Court’s docket: Was videotaping of 
television programs at home a violation 
of copyright laws? 

Finally, the Court issued its opinion 
in case number 82-52: Arizona Govern- 
ing Committee for Tax Deferred An- 
nuity and Deferred Compensation 
Plans, etc, et al. v. Nathalie Norris etc. 
Videotapes and another issue were put 
off until next year. 

A sharp split on the Court suggested 
why the Norris ruling may have been put 
off until the last moment. 

The Court published an unusual un- 
signed statement explaining the break- 
down of the votes. Justice Marshall 
wrote an opinion for himself and Wil- 
~ liam Brennan, White, Stevens and O’Con- 
nor agreeing with Gittler that the un- 
equal annuity payments violated the 
law. 

At the same time, the Court decided 
that equalization of payments would be 
prospective only—starting Aug. |. That 
finding was expressed by Justice Lewis 
Powell, joined by Burger, Blackmun, 
Rehnquist and O’Connor. 

In the principal opinion, Marshall 
concluded that “an individual woman 
may not be paid lower monthly benefits 
simply because women as a class live 
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longer than men.” Marshall said the 
theory of the Court’s 1978 pension rul- 
ing should be applied to the Arizona 
plan. 

Disagreeing, Powell said the group 
led by Marshall had gone too far in in- 
terpreting the Civil Rights Act. 

The use of sex-based mortality tables 
“does not entail discrimination in any 
normal understanding of that term,” 
Powell asserted. Thus, he concluded 
that “a court should hesitate to invali- 
date this long-approved practice on the 
basis of its own policy judgment.” 

The key vote in the case was cast by 
O’Connor, who agreed that sex bias in 
pensions was illegal but said that the 
policy change should be prospective 
only, not retroactive. 

O’Connor wrote a separate opinion 
explaining her position. Observing that 
the answer to the question posed in the 
case was “far from self-evident,” O’Con- 
nor said she had concluded that Con- 
gress had intended to bar employers 
from “denying an equal benefit because 
of a characteristic statistically identifi- 
able with the group but empirically false 
in many individual cases.” 

On the important question of retroac- 
tivity, however, O’Connor said the 
Court’s decision should apply only to 
contributions made to annuity plans af- 
ter August I because “many working 
men and women have based their re- 
tirement decisions on expectations of a 
certain stream of income during retire- 
ment.” 


There was no doubt that the decision 
would affect the retirement plans of 
millions of Americans, but experts dis- 
agreed on the extent of the impact. 

Insurance spokesmen had told the 
Court that a ruling in Norris’ favor 
would “revolutionize” the industry. But 
after the Court decided that the decision 
would not be retroactive, insurers were 
less outspoken. 

Because the case applied only to 
employer-sponsored retirement plans, 
they noted, insurance firms themselves 
could continue to discriminate and only 
several million women would, like Nor- 
ris, see their benefits increase. 

One instant supporter was President 
Reagan, who is looking for ways to close 
the “gender gap” in anticipation of a 
1984 election try. | 

On the day of the Norris ruling, Rea- 
gan issued a statement that the case 
“marks a major step forward in making 
America an even more fair and just 
society.” . 

Gittler believes the case has impor- 
tance beyond employer-sponsored an- 


nuities because “it establishes women’s 
entitlement to equal fringe benefits.” 

Women’s groups hoped that the rul- 
ing, despite its one-vote margin, would 
give a boost to their efforts to persuade 
Congress to ban all sex bias in insurance 
and pensions. 

Insurers oppose that effort, in part 
because they assert that women now pay 
less for life and auto insurance and thus 
would be hurt if rates were equalized by 
law. 

National media coverage of the ruling 
was extensive. Television network news 
programs covered it prominently. It was 
the main news story in the New York 
Times and Los Angeles Times, and it 
shared top billing in the Washington 
Post with a Court decision that is ex- 
pected to lead to expedited appeals for 
prisoners on death row. 

NBC’s “Today” program arranged to 
interview Gittler and Norris from Phoe- 
nix along with an insurance executive in 
New York, but the connection failed 
and only the insurer made it on the air. 

Gittler, although pleased that the case 
got so much publicity, believes that me- 
dia coverage of the issue overall showed 
“bias toward the position of the insur- 
ance industry.” 

The fact that Gittler and Norris 
crossed paths may not have been sur- 
prising, given Gittler’s Oberlin back- 
ground. 

A former Elyria resident, she moved 
to Oberlin in 1968 when her father, Har- 
vey, became an officer of Gilford Indus- 
tries. Gittler spent her senior year at 
Oberlin High School, then attended 
Simmons College for 1'4 years and 
transferred to Oberlin College for 14 
years, earning her degree in three years. 

While in her short time at the college, 
Gittler was named to the Commission 
on the Status of Women, which con- 
ducted a study of women on campus. 
She was also active in Tank Co-op. 

After graduation, Gittler became an 
admissions officer at the college before 
she decided to go to law school. 

Gittler participated in a meeting of 
alumni leaders in April 1982 that re- 
sulted in ACTION program that is be- 
ing launched to encourage more alumni 
to aid the college in admissions and pub- 
lic relations, among other areas. 

She was appointed to a three-year 
term on the Alumni Board committee 
that is overseeing the program. As it 
happened, the committee met in Oberlin 
two days after the Norris decision was 
issued. 

While Gittler was being interviewed 
on College St. by reporters about the 
case, she was hailed by a constant 
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stream of well wishers. One woman driv- 
ing by shouted out that Gittler was the 
“famous lawyer from Oberlin.” 

Gittler’s father painted a Tappan 
Square rock in her honor, a job that had 
to be done three times because others 
painted over the message twice before 
Amy Gittler could see it. 

Using initials, the inscription read 
“AJG, you did it (over).” On the back 
was painted “MWS—the forgotten 
man,” a reference to Gittler’s husband, 
Michael Sillyman, a lawyer in the Ari- 
zona Attorney General’s office. 

Now that the furor over the Norris 
case has calmed, Gittler has other chal- 


lenges ahead. One of them is to go back 
into court to determine how her client’s 
annuity can be altered. Because only 
contributions to the retirement plan 
made after Aug. | will affect Norris’ 
payments, the case bearing her name 
will help other women more than her- 
self. 

Another case being handled by Gittler 
that could set a precedent is an appeal 
pending in the Ninth Circuit court by a 
woman denied a job by the U.S. Postal 
Service because she has epilepsy. 

A ruling in her favor could help all 
epileptics obtain jobs for which they can 
establish their qualifications. 


Gittler has also filed cases on behalf of 
mentally-ill persons seeking more govern- 
ment services and of utility consumers 
challenging rate increases—a suit that 
resulted in 28 million dollars in refunds. 

Can Gittler beat the odds and return 
to the Supreme Court? Including the 
case in which she aided her predecessor, 
she now has appeared in the High Court 
twice within two years—more than most 
lawyers do in a lifetime. 

“The Norris case was the most out- 
standing experience of my professional 
career,” Gittler says. “I hope to have the 
same foresight with other significant le- 
gal issues in the future.”

Report of Gifts to Oberlin College 
July 1, 1982-June 30, 1983 


the year in which we came closest to an operating deficit. Indeed, if the College had not 

backed off somewhat from its rigorous program of reinvesting a portion of its 
endowment income, Oberlin would have come up $250,000 short in meeting the operating 
expenses of its educational programs. 

This anomaly is explained in part by the fact that the nearly $2 million surge in gifts was 
generated for programs outside the regular budget: certain 19/83 curriculum enrichment 
programs, for instance, and special projects funded with NEA Challenge Campaign gifts. 
But the larger truth is that Oberlin is more dependent upon gifts to maintain its strength 
today than at any time in the past 25 years. Fortunately, over 8,000 alumni, and another 
2,000 individuals, corporations and foundations, recognized the validity of Oberlin’s need 
and responded with gifts and grants totaling $8,375,000. Highlights of the year follow: 

e Of the total received, $2,079,000 came from federal and state agencies (a decrease of 
$300,000) and $6,300,000 came from private sources (an increase over last year of 
$2,000,000). 

¢ The Annual Fund broke all records and generated $2.1 million. This compares with last 
year’s $1.4 million and a Fund of only $800,000 five years ago. 

e The JFO Society, celebrating its 10th year, led the Annual Fund with gifts of $1.5 million 
from 452 families—shy of its membership goal of 500, but showing a membership growth 
of 10%, nevertheless. 

e Foundation gifts more than doubled to $809,000 including $350,000 from the Andrew W. 
Mellon Foundation and the first payment on a $250,000 highly competitive grant from 
the Alfred Sloan Foundation. 

© Bequests remained steady at slightly over $1.2 million, but retained income gifts expe- 
rienced a tremendous leap from $267,000 to $1,272,000 largely as the result of Oberlin’s 
innovative and very popular gift-of-residence in-exchange-for-life-income program. 

¢ Corporate matching gifts continued their steady climb of recent years and hit a new high 
of $172,000. 

e Forty percent ($3,340,000) of total gifts were earmarked for current projects; 36% 
($3,040,000) went into endowment; and a miniscule 3% ($254,000) was designated for 
plant renovation and building debt reduction. 

Aside from the $1 million surge in retained income gifts, the record gift total was aided by 
donors conscientiously responding to a variety of campaign and challenge deadlines. June 30 
was the closing date of the 19/83 Campaign and simultaneously the close of the three-year 
NEA Challenge Campaign for the Art Museum and the Conservatory. Also ending at that 
time was an individual trustee challenge to match new $1,000 gifts through the JFO Society 
and new $150 Sesquicentennial gifts to the Annual Fund. Not only were the dollar objec- 
tives of these various efforts met, but also every single reunion class met or vastly exceeded 
the goals set for the 1983 reunions. 

Here again are certain highlights: 
¢ Without counting pledges yet to be paid, the 19/83 Campaign generated total paid gifts of 

$23,284,000, all from private sources and earmarked for Campaign objectives. The single 

most successful sub-goal of the Campaign was scholarships where over $3 million was 
given for endowed funds and $350,000 for expendable scholarships. 13,600 alumni (ap- 
proximately 40%) participated in the Campaign over the five-year period either by making 
direct campaign gifts or through the Annual Fund. Ironically, alumni participation never 
exceeded 30% in any one year of the Campaign. | 


[esse the year in which Oberlin raised more in gifts than in any previous year was also

e The terms of the NEA Challenge were that the Museum must raise $300,000 in new gifts 
over a three-year period to qualify for a $100,000 grant, and the Conservatory had to 
generate $375,000 for performance aspects of its program to qualify for $125,000. Both 
goals were met with Museum gifts (excluding works of art) of $600,000 and gifts 
for performance at the Conservatory totaling $700,000. 

e The JFO Sesquicentennial Challenge, which began January 1, netted 90 new JFO member- 
ships, and an exciting 557 new donors who gave at the $150 level, thus earning for the 
College an additional $175,000, quite aside from corporate matching grants generated by 
these increased levels of giving. 

e Reunion classes broke record after record in a dramatic display of loyalty that became the 
emotional high-point of the Sesquicentennial Commencement, as previously reported in 
the Alumni Magazine. Gifts of the reunioning classes totaled $2.8 million. 

The coincidence of these encouraging results and Oberlin’s Sesquicentenniary should 
serve to give every Oberlinian a sense of achievement. Certainly the College has every 
right to publish with pride the names of those who contributed to the record reported 
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above—both individual donors and the volunteer workers upon whom effective fundraising 
is so dependent. This report is published with pride and with the gratitude of all on campus, 
for without the steady support and understanding of all who make up the Oberlin family, 
our own efforts are in vain. 

The last word, however, belongs to the President. At the very moment when Oberlinians 
might be tempted to sit back and indulge in a sense of accomplishment, rather like the 
jogger who has just done eight miles in 56 minutes, along comes the invigorating cold 
shower. Commenting on these gift results at the June Board meeting, President Starr ob- 
served (with characteristic enthusiasm): “It’s a great beginning.” 

And therein lies the challenge. If with our present entourage of volunteers, our present 
staff working fifty hours a week, our present Trustees deeply involved, and 25% of our 
alumni contributing funds to the College, imagine the result if every class had five volun- 
teer agents, every staff member worked longer, every Trustee became even more active and 
twice as many alumni contributed! Those are not unreasonable short-term goals; for the 
health of Oberlin, they are absolute long-term necessities.

I was delighted to read the interviews with 
former President Fuller in the summer issue. 
I have shared the article with others who, 
like myself, have similar perspectives and 
perceptions of peace. 

My main interest in peace lies in the utili- 
zation of a psycho-spiritual tool called A 
Course in Miracles (Foundation for Inner 
Peace, Tiburon, Calif.). It defines forgive- 
ness as a change in mind and that which is 
central to building relationships.

Rich Orloff responds: 


Before submitting “My God” for publica- 
tion I showed it to some of my closest friends 
and, of course, to my analyst. The response 
Was as positive as I had ever dreamed (and 
I’m quite a dreamer). Laurie asked if she 
could show it to some friends. Hal asked if 
he could show it to his shrink. My agent 
liked it so much he read it twice. The last 
agent who read something twice ended up on 
That’s Incredible. 

As | showed the essay to more and more 
people, | found several who agreed whole- 
heartedly with what I had written. However, 
when these people would tell me their spirit- 
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ual beliefs, they often seemed diametrically 
opposed to mine. One friend felt I needed to 
describe my concept of God more specifi- 
cally. I think she wanted to get on God’s 
good side. So I described God as not having 
any sides. 

When the OAM printed the essay in July, 
I received more letters than for anything else 
I had ever written. In addition to the letters 
to the editor, I heard froma Unitarian minis- 
ter, an ex-Methodist turned Quaker, a 
woman who was reared by a Catholic father 
and Baptist mother and had recently con- 
verted to Judaism, as well as from several 
“non-aligned” people who wrote touchingly 
of their own spiritual journeys. Letters came 
from all over the country and this pleased me 
because when I told my brother Neil (who 
thought the ideas in the essay were “prepos- 
terous”) how well it had been received by 
friends, he replied, “Yes, but has anyone 
outside Cal;ifornia read it?” 

One response has definitely affected me 
the most. A friend said: “You wrote about 
your deep gratitude toward dentists and 
Scotch Brand tape and utility companies, 
but do you feel sucha deep gratitude toward 
yourself?” She pointed to the key paragraph 
about learning to recognize, accept, trust 
and use this God, and loving it, with all my 
heart and with all my soul, mind and 
strength “because how can I have total 
knowledge of something without loving it?” 

She changed a few words and suddenly 
there was a new meaning. Doesn’t the key to 
maximizing the opportunity of life also 
include learning to recognize, accept and 
trust myself, because how can I have total 
knowledge of myself without loving myself? 

I think I have sometimes given God credit 
as a way of discounting myself. Neverthe- 
less, | also think it is possible, without reduc- 
ing or altering my belief in God, to also 
develop an unabashedly loving relationship 
with myself. I refer to an attitude that allows 
me, without reservation, to be thankful for 
being me. 

There is an irony I have noticed while 
discussing “My God” with people. On one 
hand, our spiritual journeys and searches for 
meaning are so personal that we must go 
through them in our own way at our own 
pace. We must go on the journey alone. On 
the other hand, we all have the journeying in 
common. Ina world of such great differen- 
ces between people, it is a powerful bond. 

One postcard I received about the piece 
simply said, “Thank you.” To whoever wrote 
that, and to all who have made me so glad | 
wrote the essay, “Thank you.”

Players. We come to Oberlin from 

as far west as Berkeley and as east- 
ward as New York City. We range from 
18 to 24 years of age—some beginning 
and some finishing our undergraduate 
degrees. We represent a cross-section of 
Oberlin life in general. There are biolo- 
gists, dancers, musicians, philosophers, 
jugglers, actors/actresses, poets, artists 
and musicians amongst us. Above all, 
we are students who embody the Ober- 
lin spirit. Our hope is not to confine this 
spirit solely to Oberlin, but rather, to 
spread it to others beyond the Oberlin 
community through the medium of 
mime. We have been told by our audi- 
ences, and feel strongly ourselves, that 
our dedicated work has placed us ona 
sophisticated level worthy of profes- 
sional pursuit. The problem now, how- 
ever, is one of finding enough financial 
backing (grants, transportation, lodg- 
ing, etc.) to make our dreams become 
real. 

Nearly a year ago, a New York City 
based professional mime artist named 
Keith Berger revisited the Oberlin cam- 
pus. His solo performance was most im- 
pressive and, at its conclusion, he of- 
fered to hold a basic mime workshop for 
interested students the following eve- 
ning. Twenty-five people attended that 
workshop (several of us included). Al- 
though everyone there seemed excited 
about what they had learned in one 
night, a few of the more enthusiastic 
students began looking into the possibil- 
ities of having Keith teach an intensive 
mime workshop for Winter Term. Be- 
cause of the persistence of these students 
and the aid of grants from various sup- 
portive organizations on campus, the 
seeds of the OMPs hit soil. 

None of the 24 students who signed 
up for the workshop knew quite what to 
expect. By the end of the month’s work, 
we were all pleasantly surprised if not 
ecstatic with what we had learned. Keith

erased any preconceived notions of a: 


stereotypical mime and turned us into 
performers. That is quite a feat consider- 
ing both time and the fact that many of 
us had never been on stage before. We 
learned the technical aspect (panto- 
mime) plus the emotional aspect (mime) 
of this art. Keith’s emphasis is on the lat- 
ter. He wants his audiences to relate, 
empathize, laugh and cry along with the 
mime players on stage. To develop our 
skills, we worked 6-8 hours a day during 
the first two weeks and 8-16 hours a day 
the last two weeks. Friendships devel- 
oped that were not easily forgotten. It 
was only through this closeness and 
sense of unity that a truly outstanding 
performance could be made; for pan- 
tomime without the mime aspect is like 
playing cards without the aces and face 
cards—it lacks color. 

Our color showed clearly during our 
first performance (entitled “STATIC!”), 
which was held in Finney Chapel. The 
performance consisted of 12 pieces, 
lasted 90 minutes, played to an audience 
of 800 and received two standing ova- 
tions. We were entirely surprised by the 
favorable response. Unfortunately, once 
we realized the greatness of our success, 
we also realized that we had no video 
documentation of the show to use for 
promotion. We were torn between our 
present happiness and our blank future. 
Then Spring Term began. 


to spread Oberlin’s 


Anyone who has been an Oberlin stu- 
dent can relate to the transitional prob- 
lems involved in returning to academia 
and the pressures involved therein. At- 
tempts to hold the group together were 
made but most of us went our separate 
ways again after Keith returned to New 
York. Yet correspondence with him 
continued. 

Then sights were set on summertime. 
The idea was to hold an August work- 
shop with a performance aimed towards 
orientation week. This time each person 
would pay close to $350/ person, not in- 
cluding food and lodging. Cost and time 
conflict caused only eight of the original 
twenty-four mime players to participate, 
but nine new students joined the OMPs. 
Together we worked in a similar fash- 
ion, with the exception of supplemental 
acting workshops taught by Rob Berger, 
who is a professional actor. By combin- 
ing the compliments of acting and mime, 
our technique, creativity and style im- 
proved markedly. We pushed and pulled 
one another up—all the time adding 
new pieces to our repertoire. 

In “Looney Tunes!”, the title of our 
second show, we played to over 1,000 
people in Finney, showing eleven pieces 
and again we were greeted by standing 
ovations. Consisting of both simple and 
abstract pieces, the show kept the au- 
dience on its toes. Freshperson Diane 
Goldberg comments, “The mime show 

. was an extremely enjoyable and 
learning experience that made me reflect 
on myself, as all good works do.” 
Another student, Mike Grohall, found 
it “a wonderful, witty and wise crea- 
tion.” In a newspaper critique, Daryn 
Stier said: 

ty . the poignant insights into 
what it means to be human, the convinc- 
ing reality through mime technique, and 
the phenomenal energy and creativity 
displayed in “Looney Tunes!” made 
Sept. 5 an evening to remember.” Sev- 
eral agents representing theatres in both 
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Los Angeles and New York also spoke 
positively of the show. One stated right 
after the performance that he could def- 
initely book us a full house if we played 
at his theater for three or four evenings. 
This time a video tape of the show was 
made and it is presently being edited by 
Keith in New York. 

Now, academia is once again upon us. 
This time, however, mime has remained 
a large priority along with our academ- 
ics. We work out three days a week at 8 
a.m. and are involved in constructing a 
smaller Environmental Mime Perfor- 
mance with the aid of a Mellon grant. 
Dedication, motivation and enthusiasm 
for the OMPs as a future professional 
touring mime troupe keeps the group 
united in spirit. As a mime who has 
worked professionally for thirteen years, 
studying with Paul Curtis (director of 
the American Mime Theater) in France, 
Marcel Marceau, and other great mimes, 
Keith Berger said, “The thing that turns 
me on most is to go around to different 
areas in the world and cause them to ex- 
press their social immediate experience— 
like to start a kind of primitive theater 
movement. The Oberlin Mime Players 
are the pioneers of this—a shining ex- 
ample.” We OMPs have set our eyes on 
common goals and we refuse to quit 
now. Once again, this seems to reflect 
the Oberlin spirit. 

As for the future, our aspirations are 
simple. We want to tour. Our immediate 
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goal is to perform and teach workshops 
for high school and prep school audi- 
ences. This Winter Term we plan to tour 
within a 50-mile radius of Oberlin and 
during the summer or next Winter Term 
extend our touring to the eastern 
schools. Eventually, we wish to improve 
our professionalism and tour colleges, 
theaters, etc. Other Oberlin groups such 
as the Oberlin Dance Collective (based 
in San Francisco) have done exactly 
that. As a long term goal, we hope to 
tour across international boundaries. 
Whether or not even the least of these 
goals becomes reality depends mostly 
upon financial support. Our enthusiasm 
is overflowing, yet our pockets remain 
empty. We seek any advice or sugges- 
tions from anyone who is familiar with 
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the “Struggling Talented Artist Syn- 
drome” (STAS) or who could aid us in 
information concerning lodging and 
transportation for our Ohio tour and/or 
our eastern tour. We would be traveling 
as a troupe of 8-10 persons, (12-14 in- 
cluding musicians, managers and direc- 
tor). Any financial support or gift would 
be greatly appreciated! We need alumni 
to contribute in any way you can to- 
wards making our dreams come true; we 
simply want to make people laugh, re- 
flect upon themselves and their world 
and explore themselves through mime. 
We wholeheartedly invite all of you to 
come see our performances if we happen 
to be in your area. 


Books 


The Wizards of Armageddon by Fred Kaplan 
76. Simonand Schuster. $18.95. This is the 
story of how a small group of obscure but 
highly influential men inside the U.S. stra- 
tegic community has devised and helped 
implement plans for nuclear weapon use, 
invented nuclear strategy and contemplated 
winning a nuclear war. The lives of these 
“wizards of Armageddon,” such as Bernard 
Brodie, Albert Wohlstetter, William Kauf- 
mann, Herman Kahn, James Schlesinger, 
Daniel Ellsberg, Robert McNamara and 
Thomas Schelling, are explored through 
Kaplan’s work. He reveals how these “de- 
fense intellectuals” formulated their abstract 
theories in the years after Hiroshima, ideas 
which were transformed into official policy 
in the Kennedy Administration, later dis- 
credited during the Vietnam War, revived in 
the *70s and then “carved into the dogma” of 
the Reagan Administration where they are 
now accepted as fact. 

Kaplan goes inside the centers of power— 
the planning rooms of the Pentagon, the 
Oval office, the private think-tanks of these 
men, particularly the RAND Corp. He 
interviewed nearly 200 key participants and 
examined numerous documents, many newly 
de-classified under the Freedom of Informa- 
tion Act and some still classified. 

Among the issues covered in this work are 
the “missile gap” of the *50s, the politics 
behind the official U.S. nuclear war plan 
(known as SIOP), Pentagon-White House 
planning for a nuclear first-strike during the 
1961 Berlin Crisis, the creation of new and 
dangerous weapons such as the MIRVed 
missile, the real origins of the controversial 
defense policies of the Reagan officials and 
the influence of the RAND Corp. 

Kaplan received the PhD in political 
science from MIT. He writes on defense pol- 
icy for The Boston Globe and has written for 
many other publications (See ALUMNI NEWS). 


Northernizing the South by Richard N. Cur- 
rent 34. U. Georgia Press. Cloth, $12.50. In 
this book based on his Lamar Memorial 
Lectures at Mercer U., in Macon, Prof, Cur- 
rent traces the persistence of the idea that the 
South is unique in fundamental ways and 
that southerners must “guard against the 
threat of the northern peril.” 

Current is University Distinguished Pro- 
fessor of History at U. North Carolina at 
Greensboro. He is the author of sixteen 
books including Daniel Webster and the 
Rise of National Conservatism and The Lin- 
coln Nobody Knows.

minute. It is hard to feel grief- 

stricken for someone who lived of 
sound mind for almost nine decades. 
Besides, Artz disliked things lachry- 
mose and sepulchral, not to say dull, 
and I am sure that anything in that vein 
would be the last thing that he would 
have wanted. 


T™ is not a grief-stricken memorial 


When Frederick Binkerd Artz died on 
July 20, just three months short of his 
89th birthday, he had been retired for 22 
years. In one of his typical bon mots he 
once remarked to me: “If I'd known I 
was going to live this long, I’d have 
taken better care of myself.” But though 
Fred had spent nearly a quarter of a 
century in retirement, he was certainly 
not forgotten. The doorbell was con- 
Stantly ringing at his famous house—or, 
better—museum on North Professor 
St. to announce the visit of an “fsm”— 
former student of mine. And these 
ranged from persons already retired

themselves to recent graduates, because 
Artz stayed in touch with the student 
body through an unbroken procession 
of roomers, and he saw to it that 
“m’roomers” got remedial work in cul- 
tural history, whether they wanted it or 
not. 

It was entirely characteristic of Artz 
that he should have made what amounts 
to a posthumous assignment to a former 
student. Nearly 15 years ago I was sum- 
moned into the Presence, and he de- 
creed that I should write his memorial 
minute. This assignment was _ subse- 
quently confirmed by U.S. mail. In the 
years that followed I would receive from 
time to time additional notes from Artz 
listing things to include in the minute. 
When I reread these notes recently, I 
found that the composite effect would 
be reminiscent of one of Fred’s own fa- 
vorite anecdotes—the one that told of a 
beggar sitting in Trafalgar Square hold- 
ing a placard. The sign read: “Pity the 
poor Crimean War veteran—battles 5, 
wounds 4, wives 2, children 6, total 17.” 

We can safely pass over the contents 
of many of these notes, but a few are 
worth quoting verbatim. “Has taught 
over 7,500 Oberlin students—more than 
have been taught by anyone now alive.” 
“Over 85 of his students have taken doc- 
tor’s degrees in history—now teaching 
all over the country.” “Has published 11 
books—name them.” And, last, “only 
one in history of college to receive a 
Festschrift and the Alumni Medal and 
an honorary degree.” 

Now it certainly is true that the list of 
Artz’s achievements found under his 
name in both Who's Who in America 
and Who’s Who in the World is very im- 
pressive. Most impressive is the schol- 
arly productivity. Six of Artz’s books 
are still in print. One of them has sold 
more copies than any of the other 17 vol- 
umes in Harper & Row’s Rise of Mod- 
ern Europe series—almost 40 years after 
the first edition was published, the roy- 
alties are still coming in. And another of 
Artz’s books is about to appear, of all 


things, in Japanese translation. It says 
something about his scholarly drive that 
five of his books were written after he 
had retired. Further, one of them, pub- 
lished appropriately by the MIT Press, 
was a highly detailed history of the de- 
velopment of technical education in 
France that required him, when he was 
already in his 70s, to amalgamate a se- 
ries of articles originally written in 
French with archival research notes that 
he had not consulted for decades. 

But listings like that do not convey 
why those of us who knew him found 
Artz memorable. Neither do the out- 
ward facts of his life. He was born in 
Dayton and reared there. He graduated 
from Oberlin in the class of 1916. Then 
he taught for a year at Antioch, where, 
as he says in his memorrs, “I struggled to 
keep a few yards ahead of my classes” — 
not surprising since one of his assign- 
ments was a course in American history, 
for which he had no preparation. (That 
did not deter him, though, from saying 
in later years, “U.S. history is so short 
that they have to get interested in the 
lives of the governors of Kansas.”) 

Before the Antioch year was over and 
before the United States, whose history 
he was teaching, had declared war on 
Imperial Germany, Artz had already vol- 
unteered as an ambulance driver for the 
French in what was known until 1939 as 
the Great War. Subsequently he served 
in that capacity in the AEF (American 
Expeditionary Force), where he con- 
tracted the love affair with France that 
continued to the end of his life. Artz’s 
memoirs, called “Memories of Child- 
hood and Youth” are eloquent, but 
maddeningly succinct. He tells us, for 
instance, that when he went back to 
Contrexeville in the summer of 1937, to 
take a break from the Parisian archives, 
“I found many of the townspeople who 
remembered me and they gave me the 
most hearty welcome and the mayor 
gave a dinner party for me.” Now there- 
by must hang a tale, because Monsieur 
le Maire of even a small French town

does not bestow a dinner party ona for- 
eigner lightly. 

(I might add parenthetically that, de- 
spite my goading, Artz was equally ab- 
breviated and reticent about his acquain- 
tances in France with Ernest Hemingway 
and Maurice Ravel. The latter he first 
met at a concert at the Salle Pleyel when 
Fred had the disconcerting impression 
that everyone was staring at him during 
the intermission. He confided this fact 
to the dapper little man sitting beside 
him. The latter responded: “Actually, 
with no offense to you, I think that they 
are looking at me.”) 

After his service in France Artz re- 
turned to the States in 1919, took a 
Ph.D. at Harvard in 1924, and came 
back to teach at Oberlin in the fall of the 
same year. The last sentence in his mem- 
oirs reads: “And little did I realize then 
that I would continue to teach in Ober- 
lin for the next 40 years, and more!” 

And so he did. It is a pity that Artz 
broke off his memoirs at that point, in 
1924. When I asked him why he did not 
bring them up at least to his retirement, 
his riposte was “because I’d be in a law 
suit with half the people in town.” Hyper- 
bole, of course, but with more than a 
kernel of truth. Artz had a razor tongue, 
and, as he himself said, his latest barb 
went through the village “like a dose of 
Epsom salts.” This made him a colorful 
but controversial figure. One high offi- 
cial of the college was “the only person 
I’ve ever known who could strut sitting 
down”; the advent of a certain adminis- 
tration marked “the return of the gla- 
ciers to northern Ohio”; the function of 
any Oberlin president was “to enhance 
the reputation of his predecessor”; get- 
ting anything out of a particular dean 
was “like trying to nail a custard to the 
side wall”; the architecture of the new 
Conservatory and the King Building 
was “radiator Gothic,” and the member- 
ship of one department was “as colorful 
as a glass of distilled water.” Whole 
disciplines were fair game for Artz. 
Thus political science was nothing but 
“recent history poorly taught,” and on 
being told that a favorite student had 
decided to become a sociologist, he 
opined: “It’s like having your daughter 
go onto the stage.” 

My point, of course, is that Artz was 
much more than a highly productive 
scholar and a stimulating teacher, He 
was a personality, a legend. That came 
across to everyone from administrators 
to faculty colleagues to students to trades- 
men in the town. To all and sundry he 
was “Freddy Artz”—not “Fred Artz.” 
a nickname, but “Freddy Artz,” a con- 
“cept; 
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I’m not sure that he really understood 
that. To him the important things were 
the items in Who’s Who. Once at a 
dinner party Artz bemoaned the fact 
that there were no characters at Oberlin, 
as in the old days. To this the late Ewart 
Lewis retorted: “Tell me, Frederick, do 
you look in the mirror when you shave?” 

It is true, though, that genuine char- 
acters are in shorter supply than good 
professors. Even rarer are the two rolled 
into one. But that is just what Artz was 
and why it is sad that his time has now 
finally run out. Freddy, we shall cer- 
tainly miss you.

e have come together to hon- 
W:: a remarkable man. There 

are many who know Frederick 
Binkerd Artz better than I. I was not his 
student; I did not serve on committees 
with him in the college; I was his col- 
league only briefly; I did not have the 


Opportunity to enjoy his company on 


the educational trips he led abroad. I 
have not read all of his books, and I was 
not a member of any inner coterie of 
friends he had. But in spite of these gaps 
in my knowledge, by visiting him in his 
home in his later years, and conversing 
with him often in the faculty lounge, I 
came to look on him as a friend. 

I first met Fred under circumstances 
that did not augur well for that friend- 
ship. Perhaps he was not happy to see 
the religion department resuscitated by 
my coming to the Oberlin campus. One 
day, shortly after I took on my duties 
here, he combatively confronted me in 
the mail room in Peters Hall with the 
off-putting question, “Why did you put 
my Mind of the Middle Ages on your 
reading list?” This was a reference to my 
bibliography for the course on The His- 
tory of Christian Thought and Action, 
which he had apparently gotten hold of. 
I replied, as best I remember, “Because it 
belonged there.” 

I was later to learn that he could be 
decidedly edgy about some religious 
matters. 

It was only after he had been retired 
for some time, and the lounge in Rice 
Hall had been set aside for the faculty, 
that I came to know him. His custom 
was to come to the lounge in the morn- 
ing for a cup of coffee and small talk 
with whoever appeared. I suppose it was 


one way he had of keeping in touch with 
campus affairs and finding the compan- 
ionship he valued. In those surround- 
ings I came to prize his wit and learning. 

So far as my knowledge of him runs, 
he was a man of many loves, and I do 
not think the word too strong. He loved 
the college, even when he criticized it 
when he saw it going in directions he felt 
were destructive of its academic integ- 
rity. For what it had meant to him as a 
student at Oberlin, he had brought to it 
his dedicated teaching and published 
scholarship to enhance its reputation. 
He loved students, although if we are to 
credit some stories, some former stu- 
dents may have doubted it because of his 
occasional brusque manner of expres- 
sion. He liked to reminisce about stu- 
dents with high humor, as in the case of 
one of his women students. She was do- 
ing poorly, so he asked her to bring her 
notebook to see if she was putting down 
the salient points of his lectures. 

“Oh,” said she, “I don’t have any 
notes. I just put down your jokes.” 

Then there was the student who deliy- 
ered himself of a crushing evaluation of 
one of Fred’s courses by writing “Don’t 
teach this course again until you know 
more about the subject.” 

Above all, he rejoiced possessively in 
the students who after graduation had 
succeeded in the academic world. They 
were always referred to as “my students” 
—as though they had passed through 
Oberlin College untouched by other 
professorial hands. He loved scholar- 
ship, not only his own, but that of others 
who came up to the high standards he 
set for himself. He loved fine books, as 
his personal library attests, and he was 
proud of his own contribution to the 
making of books. They, with “his stu- 
dents”, were the rich legacy he gave to 
the future. He loved beauty, not only in 
books, but also in architecture, art and 
music. Often he would abruptly cut 
short conversations in the faculty lounge 
by announcing that he had to get home 
to listen to a certain radio program of 
classical music. Nor was he reluctant to 
pass judgment on such giants as Beetho- 
ven and Brahms. Beethoven might fal- 
ter but of the latter he said he had never 
heard anything he didn’t like. Fred 
strongly supported the art museum, al- 
though he bridled at some of its choices 
of modern or contemporary items. 

To the end he loved to learn about 
almost anything. He had an omnivorous 
appetite for information, whether it was 
about persons, the town, the college, or 
fields of human lore. He was possessed 
of an encyclopedic mind that gathered 
to itself both the subtle intimacies of in- 
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dividual lives or the broader insights of 
the scholarly world. Nothing of human 
concern was alien to him, and so he 
proved that a single person living in a 
relatively small town at a medium sized 
college could bring under appreciative 
tribute a universe of culture that had no 
geographical or national bounds. 

Probably there are those who re- 
member his almost Voltaire-ish scepti- 
cism about religion, born of his sym- 
pathy with Enlightenment tastes. And in 
no ordinary sense could he be counted 
as an ardent churchman. He had the 
reputation, early in his career, of mak- 
ing waspish comments about organized 
religion, to the acute discomfiture of the 
orthodox or overly pious. He pounced 
with delight upon my telling him that 
the Virgin Birth stories of the New Tes- 
tament were probably due to a mistrans- 
lation into Greek of a Hebrew word for 
young woman. Yet he had high regard 
for the critical scholarship in religion of 
his colleagues Herbert May and Walter 
Horton. 

One day after we had been speaking 
of some religious matter he burst out, “I 
think I am a deist.” But the God he 
spoke of was no far away deity who, 
having once created a world with its 
laws and inhabitants, left it to go its own 
merry way. 

This insight was brought home to me 
in a very personal way one day when we 
were alone together. I had been in the 
hospital for a brief stay, and on my re- 
turn he greeted me with these words: 
“I’ve been praying for you every night.” 
Here was a side of Fred I had not 
known. He revealed then, behind a 
seemingly iconoclastic facade, there ran 
a deep and abiding faith I had not 
suspected. 

I think it showed in his wish to have 
his memorial service held in First Church 
or in Fairchild Chapel. And above all in 
the music he requested: “Jesu, Joy of 
Man’s Desiring” and the hymn “Abide 
With Me.” These may well have been 
foundational notes of a rich and profit- 
able life. So we sing farewell to a remark- 
able man, whose memory will be long 
cherished. “Abide with me; fast falls the 
even tide; the darkness deepens; Lord, 
with me abide. When other helpers fail, 
and comforts flee, Help of the helpless, 
O abide with me.”

Frederick Foreman 


(1899-1983) 

rederick Foreman was born Sept. 
Fs. 1899, in Suffolk, England. He 

grew up in Canada and received the 
BA from the University of Manitoba in 
1924. Two years later he obtained the 
BS from the same institution. In 1926 he 
entered the graduate school of the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota, where he com- 
pleted the PhD in 1929. In that year he 
began his teaching career as an instruc- 
tor in the department of geology and 
geography at Oberlin College. In the 
1940s he became departmental chair- 
man. 

During his 37 years on the Oberlin fac- 
ulty, Fred taught many courses in geol- 
ogy, geography, mathematics, cartog- 
raphy and meteorology. His research 
included the igneous rocks of Highland 
County, Virginia; sediments of the Erie 
Spit at Erie, Pennsylvania; the origin of 
concretions in the Huron Shale of Ohio; 
and a sedimentary / climatological study 
of Pleistocene lake sediments from the 
San Augustin Plains of New Mexico. 
The New Mexico study was part of a 
larger research program involving Paul 
Sears °58h of Yale University and 
Kathryn Clisby, a research associate at 
Oberlin whose specialty was modern 
and fossil pollens. Between 1954 and 
1958, the National Science Foundation 
awarded grants totaling more than 
$100,000 to Oberlin College to support 
the New Mexico project. Fred continued 


to work on this project for a few years 
beyond his retirement in 1966. 

Professor Foreman was a Fellow of 
the American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, as well as a 
member of Sigma Xi, the Geological 
Society of America, the Ohio Academy 
of Science, and the National Associa- 
tion of Geology Teachers. 

He died at Welcome Nursing Home in 
Oberlin on May 18, 1983. His devoted 
wife, Helen Pulver Foreman ’48 AM, a 
research associate at Oberlin and a 
scientist of international esteem, died in 
January of 1980.

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Henry Alexander Grubbs 
(1904-1982) 

he last thing Henry Grubbs 
T vou have imagined is someone 

reading a memorial “minute” to 
him before this august and learned 
assembly. He did fancy, though, with 
great amusement, his reply to the News- 
Tribune interviewer, who would invari- 
ably ask what his long range plans were 
for his imminent retirement. Counter- 
ing, with just the proper dash of frivo- 
lity, the equally traditional response of 
project upon project, Henry imagined 
the simple and bland retort, “nothing.” 
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Henry’s sense of whimsy urged you to 
take seriously his veiled yet oft-repeated 
suggestions that he was a “grand sa- 
trape” in the College de Pataphysique, 
founded in 1949 and dedicated to dis- 
seminating Alfred Jarry’s wit and wis- 
dom. But, really, his only connection to 
these joyful iconoclasts was that of mar- 
rying Mireille in 1931 (Feb. 17). She was 
the sister of Andre Masson. 

Born in Bala Cynwyd, part of Phila- 
delphia’s western suburbs, on March 1, 
1904, Henry attended Boy’s Latin School 
in Baltimore, then Johns Hopkins, then 
Princeton, earning the AB at 19, and 
along with a position as assistant profes- 
sor, the PhD at age 23. Except fora year 
in France working on his dissertation, 
The Originality of La Rochefoucaula’s 
Maxims, published in France and at 
Princeton University Press in 1927, he 
remained at Princeton until 1941. After 
a stint in the world of publishing, he was 
invited to Oberlin to succeed Russell P. 
Jameson ’00 as professor and chairman 
of the department of Romance languages 
in 1944. His tenure as chairman lasted 
until 1959. As though it wanted to 
commemorate that year of resumption 
of teaching responsibilities and release 
from administrative cares, the French 
Ministry of National Education named 
him “Chevalier de l’Ordre des Palmes 
Académiques” for merit in education. 
Sporting in his lapel the discreet purple 
ribbon signifying membership in that 
order, he continued writing, teaching 
and publishing until 1970, when he 
withdrew into the new condo he’d just 
bought in Nice. He died Nov. 30, 1982, 
just seven weeks after Mireille. 

A large man with a forbidding ap- 
pearance, he had pale blue eyes that 
further belied his delicate poetic sensi- 
bility and responsiveness to student prob- 
lems and enthusiasms. In discussions on 
teaching and poetry in North Lodge he 
would bemoan having scoured the en- 
tire French 18th century in search of a 
poet. “But,” I'd pipe up, “poetic merit 
was rather in prose at the time.” “I had 
to publish my Jean-Baptiste Rousseau 
to realize that!” he lamented (Princeton 
U. Press, 1941). With John Kneller he 
revised a student manual that he’d writ- 
ten, to make it fit our 11-12, elementary 
French literature courses and be pub- 
lished as Introduction a la poésie fran- 
caise. You could always rely on Henry’s 


“oeil américain” and his vast storehouse 
of information both trivial and mo- 
mentous, linguistic and cultural, French 
and American, which he enjoyed parad- 
ing before young and impressionable in- 
structors or those he knew could match 
him. He would linger in the threshold of 
my office framed by the door-jambs do- 
ing his customary shallow knee-bends 
and quoting obscure “olorimes” or chuck- 
ling at some picturesque French argot 
expression he’d just come across. 

He spent his last sabbatical reading 
through Valeéry’s Cahiers in preparation 
for his final book on Paul Valery and 
published by Twayne in 1968. 

But not all his work was in the library. 
At one of its dinner meetings, he ad- 
dressed the Rotary Club of the Ste 
Maxime-surmer and St. Tropez on “Le 
Probleme noir aux Etats-Unis.” The 
group, he wrote, included a retired gen- 
eral and a local dentist, “an expert at 
modeling rabbits from bread pellets.” 
He added that a lively discussion fol- 
lowed his talk, because “southern 
Frenchmen are naturally talkative and 
the red wine of the Cétes de Provence, 
which was available 
amounts, helped too.” His fine taste and 
judgment extended as well to the ex- 
quisite “hors d’oeuvres” he’d fashion 
and proudly identify at his springtime 
parties. 

A voracious reader, fascinated by 
things French, he was always abreast of 
what was going on in Parisian book 
stores and theaters. It comes as no sur- 
prise, then, that he was among the first 
to recognize and proclaim the value of 
Ionesco; and as early as 1959, he pre- 
sented The Bald Soprano to students of 
Prof. Warren Taylor’s humanities course. 

From among his numerous scholarly 
books and articles, nothing seems to me 
to typify Henry’s earnestness and whim- 
sy better thana 1947 article called ““Non- 
sense in France and French literature.” 
Also in line with this trait was his ardent 
support of the initiative of another North 
Hall denizen, Prof. Sellers, to amend 
our motto into the form of a triad in- 
cluding “laughter” with “learning and 
labor.”

Robert A. Melcher ’32 
(1910-1983) 

obert Melcher, emeritus profes- 
R«: of music theory, had a dis- 

tinguished career as a teacher 
in the Consevatory for 40 years. It’s safe 
to say that no other member of the 
faculty is remembered by a larger num- 
ber of Conservatory graduates; partly 
because his was an unforgettable per- 
sonality, with his brisk and purposeful 
walk, his precise and highly melismatic 
diction, his no-nonsense approach to 
academic affairs, but above all because 
of the reputation of his classes in basic 
music theory. 

Even the students who were unable to 
enroll in them knew many good stories 
about what went on, and about the strict 
discipline, the bubbling energy, the 
imagination, and the good humor with 
which he proved that drill work in fun- 
damentals could be thorough without 
ever becoming dull. It was the Conser- 
vatory’s good fortune that, with his spe- 
cial abilities, he was willing to treat the 
teaching of basic skills with complete 
dedication and not merely as depart- 
mental dues that one is obliged to pay 
from time to time. Whether in the class- 
room or in a faculty meeting, he could 
be counted on for uncompromising in- 
sistence on high standards. 

When he first came to Oberlin in 
1928, Bob was a violinist. After receiv- 
ing his bachelor’s degree, he taught vio- 
lin along with some theory at the School 
of Fine Arts in Ottumwa, Iowa. Next, at 
Ohio Northern University he was al- 
most a one-man department, teaching 
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not only violin, but also all of the 
woodwind and brass instruments, di- 
recting the orchestra and the choir, lead- 
ing the band—even in football field 
formations—offering classes in theory 
and music education, supervising the 
practice teaching and giving recitals. 
Returning to Oberlin in 1936, he taught 
music education for two years before 
making his final move into the theory 
department. The classroom teacher’s 
load in those days was always at least 20 
hours a semester. Nevertheless, he found 
time to study and practice until he be- 
came quite a good pianist. He also con- 
tinued his formal education, acquiring 
an Oberlin master’s degree in 1940 and 
subsequently taking courses at Colum- 
bia, Juilliard, Pius X School of Liturgi- 
cal Music, and the Accademia di Santa 
Cecilia in Rome. He published a number 
of articles on music theory and five 
books, one co-authored by Howard 
Murphy and four in collaboration with 
Willard Warch ’31. For many years he 
wrote a monthly “Questions and An- 
swers” column for Etude. Without any 
reduction of his teaching load, he served 
for anumber of years as chairman of his 
department, always with his characteris- 
tic efficiency and energy. As one whose 
judgment was respected, he was fre- 
quently chosen by his colleagues to rep- 
resent them on the Conservatory Fac- 
ulty Council and on the Educational 
Policy, Academic Standing, and other 
important Conservatory committees. 

Those of us who were privileged to be 
his friends knew him to be a deeply reli- 
gious man who, for 24 years, commuted 
regularly to Cleveland to direct the 
music at the churches of Our Lady of the 
Angels and St. Thomas More. And we 
also knew him to be a devoted family 
man, justifiably proud of his three 
daughters, his 11 grandchildren (one of 
them now a sophomore trombone ma- 
jor in the Conservatory), and his remark- 
able wife, the former Anna Schmidt’32, 
who did so much to help him bear the 
intense suffering of his last six years of 
life. Prof. Melcher died last May 11 at 
the age of 73.

Mr. Tebbets served in WWII in Okinawa, 
attended U. Chicago and returned to Oberlin to 
study at the Graduate School of Theology for 14 
years before joining his father in the wood busi- 
ness. 

He was past president of Wood Turners and 
Shapers Assn., an organization his father helped 
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to found in 1928, and a member of the New Eng- 
land Kiln Drying Assn., the International Wood 
Collectors Society and the Boy Scout council.

Peter A. Mennin, June 17 at Columbia-Presby- 
terian Hospital, after a long illness. President of 
the Juilliard School of Music since 1962, he was 
also a prolific composer whose works were per- 
formed by major orchestras in the U.S., Europe, 
S. America and the Orient. Over a 40-year period 
he wrote nine symphonies, sonatas, cantatas, con- 
certos for piano and cello and chamber music. The 
last symphony, commissioned by the National 
Symphony in Washington for its 50th anniver- 
sary, Was given its premiere with Mstislav Rostro- 
povich conducting, in the spring of 1981 at the 
Concert Hall of the Kennedy Center. Paul Hume 
of the Washington Post said that it was a “stun- 
ning achievement and one likely to quickly win a 
place among the most admired symphonies of our 
time.” He had also completed a concerto for flute 
and orchestra, written at the request of the New 
York Philharmonic, to be premiered in 1984. 
Mr. Mennin received numerous commissions 
from such organizations as the Koussevitzky 
Music Foundation, the Collidge Foundation- 
Library of Congress, the League of Composers, 
ABC and NBC Networks, the Juilliard Musical 
Foundation and the orchestras of Cleveland, Cin- 
cinnati, Louisville, Dallas, Minnesota and Wash- 
ington. Recently the Milwaukee Symphony and 


Brooklyn Philharmonia, under the direction of - 


Lukas Foss, played his Sinfonia for Strings. In 
1971 Harold Schonberg of the New York Times 
commented “Like many of Mr. Mennin’s scores. 
“Sinfonia” is extremely busy and quite dissonant. 
But tonalities are nevertheless suggested, and 
there is a strong, if severe, melodic profile.” 

His allegro movement of Symphony No. 2 
(1943) won the first George Gershwin Memorial 
Award and was performed by Leonard Bernstein 
and members of the New York Philharmonic. 
Over the years the Philharmonic gave 32 perfor- 
mances of eight of his works including premieres 
of his Third'and Eighth Symphonies. He also 
received a commendation for his cantata The 
Christmas Story in 1949 and his orchestral work 
Moby Dick in 1952. He was honored by the Amer- 
ican Academy of Arts and Letters and the Gug- 
genheim Memorial Foundation. He was the recip- 
ient of the Naumburg American Music Recording 
Award, the Columbia Records Chamber Music 
Award and was listed in Who’s Who. 

He was president of the Walter W. Naumburg 
Foundation, director of the American Music Cen- 
ter and the Composers Forum and was a member 
of the National Institute of Arts and Letters, the 
Lincoln Center Council and the ASCAP advisory 
committee. 

Mr. Mennin was born May 17, 1923, in Erie, 
Pa. He attended Oberlin’s Conservatory 1940-43, 
served in the USAF during the war, then went on 
to receive the PhD in 1947 from the Eastman 
School of Music and to teach composition at Juil- 
liard for 11 years. For four years prior to accept- 
ing the presidency there he was director of the 
Peabody Conservatory. 

As president of Juilliard he supervised the 
school’s move from the Claremont Avenue loca- 
tion to Lincoln Center in 1969. He also established 
the Juilliard Theater Center and the American 
Opera Center and founded the school’s Contem- 
porary Music Festival. To fulfill his dream of 


creating a better environment for training conduc- 
tors, he established a permanent program at Juil- 
liard in 1972 and assembled an orchestra of stu- 
dents to work under its young conductors. Some 
of those conductors participating were James 
Levine, Leonard Slatkin, James Conlon and 
Dennis Russell Davies. To strengthen the faculty 
at Juilliard he added Elliott Carter, Roger Ses- 
sions, Luciano Berio, Sixten Ehrling and Alfred 
Wallenstein. He also brought performers and sing- 
ers to teach there, some of whom included Jennie 
Tourel, Rudolf Firkusny, Ruggiero Ricci and 
Syzmon Goldberg. 

Mr. Mennin received the honorary MusD from 
Oberlin in 1965, from Temple in 1967 and Ripon 
College in 1968. He also received the honorary 
DHL from Heidelberg in 1972. 

He leaves his wife, Georganne, two children, his 
mother and brother Louis Mennini °43. 


Janet Davis Mitchell, Dec. 26, 1982, in Sacra- 
mento, Calif., of cancer. She was born Sept. 24, 
1922, in Baltimore, Md. During WWII she was a 
lieutenant for the Navy Waves, working in the 
field of electronics.
